NAMBLA  Disproves 
Kidnapping  Allegations

BOSTON  —  Police  spokesper¬ 
sons  in  New  York  City  have 
withdrawn  allegations  of  a  link 
between  the  North  American 
Man/Boy  Love  Association 
(NAMBLA)  and  the  disappear¬ 
ance  of  Etan  Patz,  a  Manhattan 
schoolboy  last  seen  three  and  a 
half  yeais  ago  on  his  way  to 
school. 

Police  recanted  the  accusations 


shortly  after  press  conferences  in 
New  York  and  Boston  in  which 
NAMBLA  spokespeople  produc¬ 
ed  copies  of  the  “1968  Boyhood 
Calendar,”  a  non-pornographic 
calendar  published  at  least  four 
years  before  the  missing  boy  was 
born.  The  photograph  previously 
alleged  by  Wareham  Police  Detec¬ 
tive  Jack  Russell  to  “strongly 
resemble”  the  missing  boy  is  the  il¬ 
lustration  for  the  January  page  of 


that  calendar. 

Before  NAMBLA  could  dis¬ 
prove  Russell’s  charge,  however, 
straight  media  snapped  up  the 
story  and  issued  sensationalistic 
reports  propagating  the  erroneous 
information.  “Are  sex-raid  pix  of 
Etan  Patz?”  asked  a  headline  in 
the  New  York  Daily  News.  “In  the 
name  of  what  twisted  idea  of  sex¬ 
ual  freedom  can  anyone  justify  as 
‘benevolent’  the  criminal  taking  of 
a  first-grade  boy  from  his 
parents?”  queried  a  columnist  in 
the  New  York  Times. 

“The  police  know  that  any  al¬ 
legation  of  a  connectionbetween 
Etan  Patz’s  disappearance  and 
NAMBLA  is  a  lie,”  charged  the 
organization  in  a  statement  issued 
at  the  press  conferences,  “and  yet 
they  are  deliberately  feeding  this 
false  information  to  the  media 
....  Themediahavesensationaliz- 
ed  this  hoax  and  falsely  portrayed 
NAMBLA  as  a  ‘shadowy’  group, 
a  ‘sex  club,’  and  a  ‘porno  ring.’” 

“NAMBLA  is  a  public  and  legal 
organization,”  explained  activist 
Mitzel  at  a  press  conference  held 
December  29  at  Boston’s  Glad 
Day  Bookstore.  “It  seeks  to 
educate  society  about  the  ben¬ 
evolent  nature  of  man/boy  love, 
and  supports  the  liberation  of  per¬ 
sons  of  all  ages  from  sexual  pre¬ 
judice,  exploitation  and  oppres¬ 
sion.  NAMBLA  is  not,  and  never 
has  been,  involved  in  prostitution, 
the  production  or  distribution  of 
pornography,  or  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  minors  for  illegal 
purposes.” 

“We  recognize  that  sexual 
abuse  of  children  does  occur,  and 
we  deplore  it,”  added  Bill  An- 
driette,  a  17-year-old  NAMBLA 


member.  “But  we  also  know  from 
experience  that  meaningful,  con¬ 
sensual  sexual  and  emotional  rela¬ 
tionships  can  and  do  occur  bet¬ 
ween  men  and  boys.  No  FBI  raid 
can  stop  that.” 

Reporters  in  Boston  displayed  a 
general  uneasiness  at  the  press 
conference  and  asked  markedly 
antagonistic  questions  focused 
more  on  the  debate  surrounding 
intergenerational  sex  than  on  the 
circumstances  of  the  raids,  arrests 
and  photographs.  Two  reporters 


became  abusive  when  Andriette 
momentarily  blocked  the  view  of 
television  cameras  while  passing 
out  copies  of  the  calendar.  “Hey, 
brain-trust,  get  out  of  the  way!” 
shouted  one.  “If  you  want  us  to  do 
anything  for  your  organization, 
you’d  better  stay  away  from  our 
cameras,”  threatened  another, 
who  then  demanded  that  NAM¬ 
BLA  spokesperson  Brian  Quinby 
repeat  his  statement  so  that  a 
wholly  unobscured  version  could 
be  recorded  on  videotape. 


The  Straight  Press  Scandal 

The  straight  press  in  Boston,  New  York  and  other  cities  reported 
the  now-refuted  link  of  NAMBLA  with  the  disappearance  of  Etan 
Patz  with  sensationalistic  headlines  and  lurid  prose.  Much  of  the 
misinformation  originally  printed  under  banner  headlines  was  later 
retracted  in  smaller  type  or  not  at  all.  We  reprint  here  excerpts  from 
some  of  those  stories  as  an  example  of  how  various  newspapers 
reported  on  the  same  set  of  circumstances. 

Sex  ring  recruited  with  gifts 
Literature  defends  homosexuality 

Thousands  of  boys,  some  no  more  than  eight  or  nine  years  old, 
were  lured  into  friendships  by  gift-giving  men  who  eventually  seduc¬ 
ed  and  often  photographed  them,  police  sources  said  yesterday.

Are  sex-raid  pix  of  Etan  Patz? 

A  young  boy  in  photos  found  by  police  in  a  raid  on  a  homosex¬ 
ual  hangout  in  Massachusetts  bears  a  “remarkable  resemblance” 
to  Etan  Patz,  the  child  who  disappeared  in  Manhattan  three  years 
ago,  a  detective  said  yesterday. 

[five  paragraphs  later]  .  .  .  But  when  the  photo  was  shown  to 
Etan’s  parents,  Julie  and  Stanley  Patz  of  Prince  St.  in  SoHo, 
‘They  said  flat  out  it  wasn’t  their  son,’  [Detective]  Campazzi  said.

Moral  Renewal:  The  New  Government  in  Mexico

MEXICO  CITY  —  Faced  with  the  most  severe  economic 
crisis  in  Mexico’s  modern  history,  when  inflation  has 
skyrocketed  to  100  percent  and  the  value  of  the  peso  has 
plunged  from  25  to  the  dollar  to  150,  this,  country’s  rulers 
have  chosen  a  course  of  increased  austerity  and  are  attemp¬ 
ting  to  exert  greater  control  over  the  population  —  most 
notably  by  limiting  its  access  to  information. 

In  late  November,  then-President  Jose  Lopez  Portillo 
issued  a  broad-ranging  executive  proclamation  against 
obscenity  but  it  caused  such  a  public  outcry  that  the  new

president,  Miguel  de  la  Madrid  Hurtado,  revoked  the  decree 
after  only  ten  days  in  office. 

De  la  Madrid,  elected  on  the  platform  of  Renovacion 
Moral  de  la  Sociedad,  has  nevertheless  introduced  his  own 
proposals  for  laws  against  duho  moral  (moral  harm)  and 
delito  de  deslealtad  (crime  of  disloyalty)  into  the  Mexican 
Congress.  In  addition,  critics  of  the  government  charge  that 
the  right  to  read  is  being  imperiled  by  steep  rises  in  the  cost 
of  paper  and  by  an  attempt  to  place  a  new  sales  tax  of  20  per¬ 
cent  on  books.  All  of  the  country’s  paper  is  imported  and 


the  government-controlled  wholesale  price  was  recently  rais¬ 
ed  by  60  percent,  with  further  increases  planned  for  the 
future. 

Renovacion  Moral  was  ostensibly  aimed  at  the  massive 
governmental  corruption  that  had  become  endemic  during 
the  oil  boom  coinciding  with  Lopez  Portillo’s  six-year  term 
and  de  la  Madrid  has  promised  to  punish  such  official 
wrongdoing.  But  already  there  are  signs  that,  in  the  words  of 
one  gay  activist  here,  he  is  using  the  issue  as  a  “double- 
edged  sword”  for  the  aggrandizement  of  his  own  power.  So 
far,  the  brunt  of  the  campaign  seems  to  be  falling  on  some  of 
the  more  vulnerable  sectors  of  a  society  characterized  by 
one-party  rule:  a  new  penal  code  in  the  state  of  Jalisco  now 
outlaws  prostitution  and  a  similarly  harsh  code  proposed  for 
Chihuahua  is  justified  by  that  state’s  attorney  general  as 
“inspired  by  Christian  morality.”  In  the  capital  city  as  well, 
the  omnipresent  police  harassment  of  customersof  gay  in¬ 
stitutions  has  increased  in  recent  months. 

All  pornography  here  has  been  illegal  since  1948,  when 
Mexico  officially  ratified  the  1923  League  of  Nations  Inter¬ 
national  Convention  for  the  Repression  of  the  Circulation 
and  Traffic  in  Obscene  Publications.  Legislation  against 
obscenity  has  been  strengthened  several  times  since  then, 
most  recently  in  mid-1981.  As  a  result,  many  North 
American  visitors  have  made  a  bootleg  business  of  bringing 
along  used  copies  of  Playboy  and  Hustler  (and  presumably 
also  Blueboy )  to  sell. 

Entitled  the  “Regulation  of  Obscene  Publications  and 
Objects,”  Lopez  Portillo’s  decree  included  among  its 
justifications  this  example  of  convoluted  language:  “[T]he 
technological  advance  that  has  happened  abroad  in  the 
material  of  communication  has  permitted  means  of  record¬ 
ing  such  as  ‘video  casse  .ttes’  to  surge  forth  which,  unfortun¬ 
ately,  has  been  utilized  by  those  who  produce  obscene  mat¬ 
erial  ...  in  order  to  assure  that  sexual  perversions  will  pen¬ 
etrate  into  the  homes,  thanks  to  the  fact  that  there  are  tele¬ 
visions  in  almost  all  of  them,  which  can  be  easily  converted 
[to  accommodate  cassettes].”  (Given  the  poverty  of  Mex¬ 


ico,  the  likelihood  of  that  happening  on  a  widespread  scale 
seems,  at  best,  remote.)  The  decree  reorganized  the 
Classification  Commission,  which  judges  the  obscenity  of 
all  publications,  recordings  and  other  materials  distributed 
to  the  public,  enabling  it  to  recall  materials  from  circulation, 
suspend  publication  for  up  to  a  year,  levy  stiff  fines  and  jail 

In  contrast  to  feminists  in  the  United 
States  and  other  English-speaking 
countries  who  are  deeply  divided  over 
the  issue  of  pornography,  Mexican 
feminists  widely  condemned  Lopez 
Portillo's  directives  as  a  threat  to  their 
freedom  of  expression.

The  Regulation  proscribed  all  forms  of  media  that  would 
incite  “indirectly  or  through  means  of  double  entendre,  acts 
that  would  be  contrary  to  good  customs  or  to  morality  or 
would  induce  or  foment  vices”;  portray  undefined  “sexual 
perversions”  or  “contain  seminudes,  complete  nudes,  or 
show  pubic  hair.”  Excepted  are  those  scientific  or  artistic 
publications  or  sculptures  “whose  material  justifies  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  nude  and  which  conforms  to  public  morali¬ 
ty.”  Beyond  the  scope  of  what  is  commonly  considered 
obscenity,  the  decree  also  outlawed  the  representation  of 
“themes  which  could  damage  the  favorable  attitude  to  work 
or  enthusiasm  for  study”,  “expressions  contrary  to  the  cor¬ 
rectness  of  the  language”,  “themes  adverse  to  internaional 
solidarity”  and  descriptions  of  “adventures  in  which  per¬ 
sonages  succeed  in  enterprises  by  violating  the  law,  public 
morality  and  respect  for  institutions.”

fed  up 

LONDON  —  Twenty-five  prostitutes  have  oc¬ 
cupied  a  church  in  the  King  Cross  district  of  this  city 
to  protest  police  harassment. 

Organized  as  the  English  Collective  of  Prosti¬ 
tutes,  the  25  masked  women  entered  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Cross  on  November  17  to  demand  an  end  to 
the  illegal  arrests,  threats  to  take  away  their  children 
and  black  mail  that,  they  say,  have  increased  in  re¬ 
cent  months. 

According  to  the  Collective,  harassment  is  dir¬ 
ected  particularly  against  prostitutes  who  frequent  a 
women’s  center  in  the  area  which  provides  a  legal 
counselling  service  for  them. 

Also  at  issue  is  the  reported  failure  of  the  police 
to  pursue  men  who  rape  prostitutes. 

Rachel  West,  a  spokesperson  for  the  Collective, 
is  quoted  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  as  saying, 
“We’re  arrested  while  walking  our  dogs  or  shopping. 
We  take  a  lot  of  verbal  abuse  and  even  beatings  and 
rape  by  police.  And  we’re  fed  up  with  officials  trying 
to  take  away  our  children.” 

The  Collective  has  received  support  from  a  num¬ 
ber  of  groups  in  this  country,  including  Boston  Wages 
for  Housework  Campaign,  U.S.  Prostitutes  Collective, 
Black  Women  for  Wages  for  Housework  and  the  Rape 
Action  Project  of  Boston. 


remember  roe  v.  wade 

BOSTON  —  Commemorating  the  tenth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court’s  legalization  of  abor¬ 
tion,  the  Coalition  for  Reproductive  Freedom  is 
holding  a  rally  on  January  22. 

The  high  court’s  decision  in  Roe  v.  Wade  marked 
“a  major  turning  point  in  the  lives  of  American 
women,”  said  Coalition  member  Susan  Hanley. 
However,  she  added,  “since  the  historic  decision  that 
right  has  been  severely  eroded.  The  Hyde  Amendment 
ended  the  use  of  federal  funds  for  Medicaid  abortions 
and  today  only  a  few  states  provide  funding  for  abor¬ 
tions  for  poor  women.  Access  has  been  further 
limited  by  age,  medical  insurance  coverage  and  the 
number  of  clinics.” 

Hanley  said  that  “with  the  status  of  the  current 
anti-abortion  legislation  being  what  it  is,”  she  ex¬ 
pects  hundreds  will  gather  for  the  Saturday  rally  at  1 
p.m.  at  the  YWCA  in  Copley  Square,  140  Clarendon 
Street. 

Speakers  at  the  rally  will  include  attorney  Rhon¬ 
da  Copelon,  from  the  center  for  Constitutional  Rights 
who  litigated  the  challenge  of  the  Hyde  Amendment 
before  the  Supreme  Court;  Cecelia  McCarthy,  a  key 
leader  in  the  American  Federation  of  Government 
Employees;  State  Representative  Mel  King;  Nancy 
Wechsler,  a  staff  member  at  the  Gay  Community 
News  and  a  member  of  Solidarity,  a  Socialist- 
Feminist  Network;  Janet  Feron,  president  of  the 
Boston  Chapter  of  the  National  Organization  for 
Women;  Nicki  Nickols-Gamble,  the  executive  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Planned  Parenthood  League  of  Massachusetts; 
Linda  Gordon,  a  professor  of  History  and  Women’s 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Boston; 
and  Jane  Rolan  of  the  Socialist  Worker’s  Party.  Music 
will  be  provided  by  the  New  Women’s  Chorus  and 
Girlilla. 

The  Coalition  is  also  sponsoring  a  “pro-choice 
poster”  campaign  on  the  city  subway  system.  A  dona¬ 
tion  of  $7  will  keep  one  pro-choice  poster  on  the 
MBTA  for  a  month,  say  organizers.  Contributions 
should  be  sent  to  the  Coalition  for  Reproductive 
Freedom,  P.O.  Box  686,  Jamaica  Plain,  MA  02130. 

Other  cities  also  planning  rallies,  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  marches  to  commemorate  January  22,  in¬ 
clude  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Milwaukee,  Seattle, 
Cleveland,  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Buffalo,  Min¬ 
neapolis  and  St.  Paul,  as  well  as  Athens  Georgia.  For

ngra  backs  school  counselor 

MAD  RIVER,  OH  —  National  Gay  Rights  Advo¬ 
cates  has  filed  a  brief  urging  the  U.S.  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  in  Cincinnati  to  reinstate  a  guidance  counselor 
here. 

School  officials  refused  to  renew  Marjorie  Row¬ 
land’s  contract  solely  because  she  is  a  lesbian  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  9,  No.16). 

NGRA  Legal  Director  Leonard  Graff  commented 
that  existing  court  rulings  "establish  the  legal  rights 
of  public  employees”  and  that  the  First  Amendment

“protects  school  teachers  from  discharge  based  on 
what  they  say  and  believe.” 

The  position  of  school  officials  is  that  students 
would  not  respect  Rowland  once  they  knew  she  is  a 
lesbian  and  that  therefore  she  would  be  ineffective. 

“This  attitude  is  a  perfect  example  of  prejudice 
based  on  outdated  myths,”  says  Jean  O’Learry, 
NGRA’s  Executive  Director. 

Rowland  filed  suit  against  the  school  district  in 
May  of  1975  in  the  U.S.  District  Court.  Six  years  later 
who  won  a  judgement  in  excess  of  $40,000.  The 
school  district’s  appeal  is  still  being  deliberated. 


fishy  threat 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Lesbians  and  gay  men  here 
are  responding  with  sharp  criticism  to  a  report  from 
the  mayor’s  office  on  victims  of  violent  crime. 

In  a  cover  letter  attached  to  The  Mayor’s  Survey 
of  Victims  of  Violent  Personal  Crimes  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  states,  "This  report 
has  dispelled  many  of  the  myths  about  crime,  such  as 
the  belief  that  the  gay  community  has  been  victimized 
with  a  greater  degree  of  frequency  than  persons  in 
other  communities  of  the  city.” 

Dr.  William  Paul,  one  of  the  13  members  of  the 
task  force  which  prepared  the  report,  is  quoted  in  The 
Sentinel  as  calling  the  report  “fishy”  and  Diane 
Christensen  of  Community  United  Against  Violence 
(CUAV)  has  reportedly  called  the  report  “a  direct 
threat”  to  her  organization. 

In  a  dessenting  statement,  Paul  faulted  the  re¬ 
port  for  “poor  interpretation  of  data  . . .  and  a  lack  of 
proper  attention  to  low  reporting  rates  among  the  tar¬ 
gets  of  anti-gay  violence.” 

The  report  recommends  the  formation  of  a  24-hour 
information  and  referal  service  for  victims  of  crime  to 
be  operated  through  the  police  department  despite  the 
fact  that  the  same  survey  used  to  prepare  the  report 
found  that  many  citizens  do  not  trust  the  police. 

The  task  force  refused  to  accept  statistics  on 
violent  crime  gathered  by  CUAV,  a  lesbian  and  gay 
organization  performing  the  same  functions  as  the 
proposed  police-run  service. 

CUAV  is  funded  by  the  Mayor’s  Criminal  Justice 
Council,  the  city  agency  charged  with  overseeing  the 
task  force. 


title  IX  loses  ground 

WASHINGTON  —  Reagan  administration  of¬ 
ficials  recently  refused  to  appeal  a  federal  court  rul¬ 
ing  which  drastically  diminishes  the  scope  of  Title  IX 
of  the  1972  Education  Act  amendments,  which  pro¬ 
hibits  sex  discrimination  in  federally  funded  educa¬ 
tion  programs. 

In  the  ruling  concerned,  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
D.  Dortch  Warriner  stated  that  Title  IX  does  not  apply  to 
athletics  at  the  University  of  Richmond  because  sports 
programs  there  are  not  directly  federally  funded. 

Warriner  also  ruled  that  federal  student  loans 
and  grants  should  not  count  as  federal  aid.  That  con¬ 
clusion  directly  contradicts  a  ruling  made  earlier  in 
the  year  by  the  3rd  US  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

William  Bradford  Reynolds,  head  of  the  Justice 
Department’s  Civil  Rights  Division,  made  the  deci¬ 
sion  not  to  appeal  Warriner’s  ruling  last  fall.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Wshington  Post,  resistance  to  the  appeal 
also  came  from  Daniel  Oliver,  general  counsel  at  the 
Department  of  Education.  Oliver  began  working  over 
a  year  ago  to  alter  the  meaning  of  “federal 
assistance,”  intent  on  exempting  from  Title  IX  re¬ 
quirements  those  schools  whose  only  federal  aid 
comes  in  the  form  of  student  loans  and  grants, 
reports  the  Post. 

Prior  to  the  installation  of  Ronald  Reagan  in  the 
oval  office,  the  government  took  a  broad  view  of  Title 
IX,  saying  it  applied  to  almost  all  school  programs  if 
the  school  received  any  federal  monies.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  colleges  moved  to  put  women’s  athletic  programs 
on  a  more  nearly  equal  footing  with  men’s.  Also,  a 
broad  interpretation  of  Title  IX  has  been  useful  to 
feminist  attorneys  litigating  campus  sex  discrimina¬ 
tion  or  sexual  harassment  cases. 

Many  government  officials  and  attorneys  have 
expressed  vehement  opposition  to  Reynolds’  deci¬ 
sion.  The  head  of  the  Civil  Rights  Commission, 
Clarence  Pendleton,  Jr.,  wrote  Reynolds  a  letter  in 
September,  accusing  him  of  making  a  “profound 
break”  with  civil  rights  policies  of  the  past  ad¬ 
ministrations  which,  “if  pursued,  will  reduce  civil 
rights  protections  in  education  significantly.”  If  War¬ 
riner’s  ruling  is  applied  nationwide,  Pendleton  said, 
“It  could  leave  as  little  as  four  percent  of  this  year’s 
authorized  Department  of  Education  higher  educa¬ 
tion  funds  still  tied  to  Title  IX  obligations.” 


ann  frank’s  diary  banned 

WISE,  VA  —  Anne  Frank:  The  Diary  of  a  Young 
Girl  is  “offensive”  and  too  graphic  to  be  on  the  re¬ 
quired  reading  list  of  seventh-graders  here,  say  their 
parents. 

Wise  Middle  School  Principal  Jack  Turner  be¬ 
lieves  that  anti-Semitism  might  be  behind  the  removal. 
Although  Turner  talked  with  numerous  parents  oppos¬ 
ed  to  the  book,  he  told  reporters  that  he  could  “only 
speculate  as  to  why  they  found  it  offensive.” 

The  famous  diary,  which  recounts  the  experience 
of  a  Jewish  girl  hiding  in  an  attic  in  Nazi-occupied 
Amsterdam,  has  been  translated  into  more  than  30 
languages  and  is  generally  considered  a  classic  of 
Holocaust  literature. 


against  the  law 

NASHVILLE  —  The  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  of  Tennesee  has  made  plans  to  work  to  elimin¬ 
ate  the  state’s  sodomy  law. 

According  to  Gaze,  a  lesbian  and  gay  newspaper 
in  Memphis,  the  ACLU  board  voted  unanimously  at  its 
October  16  meeting  to  lobby  for  repeal  of  the  law 
when  the  state  General  Assembly  convenes  in  Janu¬ 
ary.  A  legislator  approached  by  the  ACLU  has  agreed 
to  introduce  a  measure  to  repeal  the  law. 

The  Tennessee  Law  imposes  a  five-to-fifteen 
year  prison  term  for  private  sex  between  consenting 
adults  of  the  same  gender. 

Gaze  quotes  ACLU  of  Tennessee  Associate  Di¬ 
rector  Bill  Thomas  as  saying  the  law  violates  the 
Eighth  Ammendment  to  the  Constitution. 


prison  censors 

DALLAS  —  The  editor  of  a  monthly  gay  news¬ 
letter  has  said  he  will  appeal  a  decision  by  the  Texas 
Department  of  Corrections  which  denies  a  prisoner 
permission  to  receive  the  newsletter. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Dialog,  newsletter  of  the 
Dallas  Gay  Alliance,  publishes  no  sexually  explicit 
advertising,  photographs  or  articles  and  despite  the 
recent  court  decision  declaring  the  state  law  against 
gay  sex  between  consenting  adults  unconstitutional, 
prison  officials  have  claimed  that  the  newsletter 
would  “encourage  deviate  criminal  sexual  behavior." 

Prison  officials  in  Texas  and  elsewhere  have  used 
similar  excuses  often  in  the  past  to  keep  prisoners 
from  receiving  other  lesbian  and  gay  publications, 
including  Gay  Community  News.

NEW  YORK  -  A  5 1  -year-old  doc¬ 
tor  who  specialized  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  diseases  afflicting  gay  peo¬ 
ple  was  found  stabbed  to  death  on 
the  afternoon  of  December  30  at 
his  apartment  on  West  70th  Street 
in  Manhattan. 

Dr.  Arnulfo  Villanue  va  was  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  Chelsea  social 
Hygiene  Clinic,  a  division  of  the 
city’s  health  department  that  treats 
venereal  diseases.  His  supervisor 
told  GCN  that  ”90  percent  of  the 
patients  we  see  here  are  gay,  and 
we  are  probably  the  busiest  clinic 
in  the  city.” 

Villanueva  also  maintained  a 
private  practice  from  offices  in  the 
Majestic  Hotel  on  Central  Park 
West  and  volunteered  his  time  to 
treat  needy  patients  from  Harlem 
once  a  week. 

The  body  was  discovered  by  the 
building’s  superintendent,  Leon 


Ramirez,  who  was  delivering  rent 
notices  to  tenants  in  the  ten-story 
cooperative.  Ramirez  told  the  New 
York  Times  that  the  handle  to  the 
apartment  door  was  falling  off  and 
the  door  was  open  so  he  went  in¬ 
side  and  found  the  body. 

Asked  if  he  had  considered  the 
possibility  that  Villanueva  had 
been  murdered  by  someone  he 
brought  home,  Sgt.  Thomas  F. 
Brady  of  the  20th  Precinct  Police 
told  GCN,  “That’s  part  of  it.  But 
we  have  a  lot  of  tangents  to  follow 
up.  We  don’t  really  have  a  definite 
picture  yet.” 

Asked  if  the  apartment  had  been 
ransacked,  Brady  replied  that 
“Men  who  live  alone  are  some¬ 
times  immaculately  clean,  some¬ 
times  not.”  Asked  if  the  apart¬ 
ment  had  been  “imaculately 
clean,”  Brady  replied  that  it  had 
not  been  but  declined  to  be  more 
specific.

Accounts  in  the  New  York  Post 
of  December  31  said  that  police 
“were  quick  to  agree  that  a  violent 
melee  must  have  occurred.”  The 
Daily  News  of  January  1  described 
the  apartment  as  having  been 
“partially  ransacked.” 

Villanueva’s  body  was  found 
next  to  the  bed  in  the  apartment’s 
only  bedroom.  Brady  said  the 
body  bore  multiple  stab  wounds  to 
the  chest  and  stomach  and  press 
reports  noted  that  Villanueva  had 
been  clad  only  in  blue  underwear. 

The  Post  reported  that  “the 
doctor’s  half-blind  German  shep¬ 
herd  was  sitting,  whimpering,  be¬ 
side  his  master’s  body,  which  lay 
in  a  pool  of  blood  in  the 
bedroom.”  The  Post  also  men¬ 
tioned  that  Villanueva’s  face  had 
been  covered  by  a  pillow  “as 
though  his  killer  had  tried  to  suffo¬ 
cate  him.”

Hard  Times  for  Lesbians  and  Gays  in  Mexico

Not  surprisingly,  the  measure  provoked  a  storm  of  pro¬ 
test  from  those  concerned  with  preserving  the  liberties  of  ex¬ 
pression  guaranteed  in  the  Mexican  Constitution.  Many  also 
considered  it  an  insult  to  the  intelligence.  Conceivably,  gay 
liberation  materials  could  have  been  surpressed,  a  possibili¬ 
ty  inspiring  the  publication  in  Uno  Mas  Uno  of  a  communi¬ 
que  condemning  the  decree  as  “fascistic”  by  representatives 
of  the  Mexican  gay  movement,  including  Grupo  Lambda, 
the  lesbian  group  Oikabeth,  Colectivo  Cuilitzin  and  groups 
from  Guadalajara  and  the  state  of  Morelos.  The  Partido 
Socialista  Unificado  Mexicano  also  published  its  denuncia¬ 
tion  there  and  at  a  recent  PSUM  festival  an  “Obscenity  Cor¬ 
ner”  invited  people  to  write  their  opinions  on  the  wall  of  the 
booth. 

In  a  six-part  series  in  Uno  Mas  Uno,  Roberto  Vallarino 
excoriated  the  absurdities  contained  in  the  Regulation,  gave 
a  brief  history  of  erotica  in  Mexico  and  of  the  attempts  to 
suppress  it  and  observed  that  the  definition  of  obscenity  was 
in  the  eye  of  the  beholder;  obscenity  for  him  included  Mex¬ 
ico  City’s  massive  traffic  jams  and  air  pollution.  He  drew  a 
distinction  between  pornography,  or  erotica,  and  what  he 
called  morbografia,  the  morbid  sensation-mongering 
among  non-pornographic  elements  of  the  mass  press. 
(Publications  like  Alarma!  and  Alerta,  reminiscent  of  the 
National  Enquirer  of  20  years  ago,  which  revelled  in  printing 
pictures  of  dismembered  corpses  of  murder  victims,  could 
be  construed  as  falling  afoul  of  the  decree’s  condemnation 
of  media  that  “foster  superstition,  fraud,  fetishism,  ig¬ 
norance  or  fanaticism”  —  a  fate  that  their  rabid  rightist 
politics,  including  homophobia,  and  their  mass  circulaton 
would  make  most  unlikely.) 

In  contrast  to  feminists  in  the  United  States  and  other  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking  countries  who  are  deeply  divided  over  the  issue 
of  pornography,  Mexican  feminists  widely  condemned  Lopez 
Portillo’s  directives  as  a  threat  to  their  freedom  of  expression. 

De  la  Madrid,  who  considers  himself  a  champion  of  the 
family,  is  expected  soon  to  introduce  his  own  proposals 


regarding  obscenity.  In  the  meantime,  his  amendments  to 
the  Civil  and  Penal  Codes,  dano  moral  and  delito  de 
deslealtad,  have  brought  charges  that  they  would  un¬ 
constitutionally  suppress  freedom  of  expression,  especially 
criticism  of  the  government.  The  first  is  a  broadened  libel 
law,  which  would  allow  persons  to  sue  for  alleged  damages 
to  their  “feelings,  affections,  beliefs,  decorum,  honor.

reputation.”  The  latter  would  penalize  public  employees 
who  leak  confidential  information  and  those  who 
disseminate  it,  a  provision  not  unlike  one  proposed  in  the 
Nixon-inspired  Criminal  Code  Reform  Act  in  the  United 
States.  Indeed,  critics  have  noted  the  historical  parallels  with 
Watergate. 

In  the  Camara  de  Diputados  (Chamber  of  Deputies,  the 
lower  house  of  the  country’s  congress)  opposition  to  the 
dano  moral  law  is  confined  largely  to  the  conservative  Par¬ 
tido  Accion  Nacional,  the  largest  opposition  party.  The  lef¬ 
tist  bloc  of  PSUM  supports  the  bill,  claiming  that  it  con¬ 
stitutes  a  necessary  reform  of  the  libel  laws.  Outside  the 
Camara,  however,  oppositon  is  much  more  broadly  based, 
including  many  prominent  leftist  intellectuals  like  Carlos 
Monsivais  and  Elena  Roinatowska.  The  left-of-center  week¬ 
ly  magazine  Proceso  devoted  much  of  a  recent  issue  to  the 
danger  posed  by  the  two  proposals  —  highlighting  its  own 
whistle-blowing  exposes  of  government  corruption  over  the 
past  five  years,  which  would  have  been  illegal  under  the  new 
legislation. 


Governmental  attempts  to  stifle  the  press  are  not  new  in 
Mexico.  In  1976  President  Luis  Echeverria  fomented  an 
editorial  coup  within  the  highly  respected  dialy  Excelsior, 
dismissing  those  writers  considered  too  critical  of  his 
government.  Many  of  those  writers  formed  Proceso,  others 
later  became  involved  in  Uno  Mas  Uno. 

In  a  development  related  to  the  accessibility  of  informa¬ 
tion,  major  book  distributor  Ernesto  Perez  voiced  his  fear 
shortly  before  Christmas  that  sharp  rises  in  the  costs  of  im¬ 
ported  books  due  to  the  devaluations  could  force  many  of 
the  county’s  distributors  out  of  business.  Protest  successful¬ 
ly  forced  the  cancellaton  of  Lopez  Portillo’s  anti-obscenity 
proclamation  and  the  proposed  20  percent  tax  on  books. 
Yet  the  government  may  well  in  the  end  get  its  own  way  with 
its  repressive  legislation,  combined  with  economic  forces 
and  its  manipulation  of  the  cost  of  paper  during  a  time  of 
economic  hardship. 

Also  ominously,  Uno  Mas  Uno  recently  revealed  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  20  illegal  police  organizations  in  the  country,  1 5  of 
which  operate  in  the  Distrito  Federal.  These  include  various 
vigilante  groups  enjoying  official  or  semi-official  sanction, 
including  plainclothes  agentes  who  are  basically  criminals 
with  guns  and  badges  specializing  in  extortion  —  especially 
of  individuals  found  on  the  streets  late  at  night.  Many  of 
these  feared  agentes  hang  around  bars  and  baths  to  prey  on 
gays  or  incite  para-military  violence  aginst  legal  demonstra¬ 
tions,  as  happened  last  March  against  a  gay  rally  in  Mexico 
City  (see  GCN,  Vol.  9,  No.40). 

In  an  interview  in  July,  shortly  after  de  la  Madrid’s  elec¬ 
tion  (see  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  3),  gay  activist  Ignacio  Alvarez 
stated,  “It’s  going  to  be  a  very  right-wing  government.  I’m 
worried.”  In  the  past,  Mexican  governments  have  gunned 
down  demonstrations  when  they  felt  threatened  enough, 
and  to  this  day  dissidents  “disappear,”  never  to  be  seen 
alive  again.  How  far  the  new  president  will  go  in  the  the  face 
of  a  worsening  economic  situation  and  growing  militancy  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen,  but  from  his  first  days  in  office  the  omens 
are  not  good. 
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Editorial - 

Standing  Our  Ground 


Numerous  letters  and  articles  in  these  pages  have  hotly  debated 
the  issues  surrounding  intergenerational  sex  and  have  reported  on 
contributions  to  those  debates  by  the  North  American  Man/Boy 
Love  Association  (NAMBLA),  a  support  and  advocacy  organiza¬ 
tion  founded  in  Boston  in  1978.  And  recent  arrests  and  raids  in 
Massachusetts  and  New  York  have  brought  word  not  only  to 
readers  of  GCN  but  also  to  those  who  get  their  information  from 
the  straight  media. 

Shortly  after  the  December  3  arrests  of  NAMBLA  members 
David  Groat  and  Brett  Portman,  headlines  announced  the  crack¬ 
ing  of  a  “man/boy  sex  ring,”  described  as  highly  organized  and 
comprising  thousands  of  members  throughout  the  world.  While  a 
Plymouth  man  charged  in  an  unrelated  case  with  kicking  a  one- 
year-old  girl  to  death  is  free  on  $1000  cash  bail,  Groat  remains  in 
custody  for  allegedly  having  sex  with  a  16-year-old  boy  because 
his  bail  has  been  set  at  ten  times  that  amount. 

Reports  of  the  arrests  in  the  straight  media  relied,  as  they  usual¬ 
ly  do,  on  the  unchallenged  and  unverified  statements  of  the 
police,  whose  lurid  descriptions  make  for  better  headline  copy 
(“DID  SEX  CLUB  TRAP  THIS  BOY?”  asked  the  Boston 
Herald)  than  the  prosaic  statements  of  NAMBLA  spokespersons, 
who  recently  convened  to  formulate  goals  including  “building  a 
support  network  for  men  and  boys  involved  in  any  mutually 
consensual  relationship,  educating  the  public  on  the  benevolent 
nature  of  man/boy  love,  cooperating  with  the  lesbian,  gay  and 
other  movements  for  sexual  liberation  and  supporting  the  libera¬ 
tion  of  persons  of  all  ages  from  sexual  prejudice  and  oppression.” 

Prosaic  as  NAMBLA’s  statements  may  be,  the  highly-charged 
issues  discussed  by  the  group  have  provoked  hysterical  reactions 
not  only  in  cooperative  efforts  between  the  police  and  the  scandal 
sheets  of  Hearst  and  Murdoch,  but  also  in  the  staid  and  restrained 
New  York  Times.  From  the  former  we  have  come  to  expect  a  sort 
of  journalistic  terrorism  which  pays  closer  attention  to 
manipulating  the  fears  and  voyeurism  of  its  readers  than  to  pro¬ 
moting  the  understanding  of  ideas  and  events  in  the  news,  but  to 
find  such  hysteria  in  the  gray  pages  of  the  Times,  whose  usual 
style  of  homophobia  is  simply  to  bar  all  mention  of  gay  news,  tells 
of  the  enormity  of  the  threat  many  people  feel  is  posed  by  inter¬ 
generational  sex.  So  muddled  has  the  reporting  been  that  most 
media  accounts  have  failed  even  to  maintain  the  distinction  bet¬ 
ween  discussion,  which  is  what  NAMBLA  does  as  a  group,  and 
sex,  which  is  what  NAMBLA  members  and  others  may  or  may 
not  do  outside  the  organization.  The  “highly  organized  interna¬ 


tional  sex  ring”  exists  only  in  the  minds  of  those  who  have  failed 
to  recognize  this  difference. 

It’s  not  such  a  hard  distinction  to  maintain.  A  recent  filler  item 
in  the  Boston  Globe  reports  an  “Ottawa  holiday  season  chuckle” 
which  concerns  an  unnamed  member  of  the  Canadian  Parliament 
caught  in  an  unspecified  sex  act  with  a  female  partner  by  a 
messenger  who  failed  to  knock  on  the  office  door.  No  banner 
headlines  appeared  describing  the  Canadian  Parliament  as  a 
“heterosexual  sex  ring.”  In  fact,  the  only  governmental  body  ever 
described  as  a  “sex  ring”  was  the  United  States  Congress,  probably 
because  the  allegations  in  that  instance  concerned  men  and  boys. 

Local  police  and  the  FBI  continue  to  believe  in  the  existence  of 
an  “international  sex  ring”  lurking  within  the  NAMBLA 
organization  and  they  appear  to  have  every  intention  of  finding  it 
whether  it  exists  or  not.  The  raids  and  arrests  of  the  past  few 
weeks  demonstrate  that  the  police  will  not  stop  short  of  tearing 
apart  the  lives  and  homes  of  NAMBLA  members  in  their  search. 
Unfounded  allegations  of  a  connection  between  NAMBLA  and 
the  disappearance  of  a  New  York  City  schoolboy,  quietly 
withdrawn  by  police  after  NAMBLA  members  did  the  checking 
police  should  have  done  (see  article  on  page  1]  show  that  the  cops 
are  not  loath  to  make  serious  charges  before  examining  the 
evidence.  And  as  address  books  and  mailing  lists  are  seized,  the 
scope  of  the  search  will  surely  widen. 

Now  that  some  gay  people  have  achieved  an  allowance  of 
respectability  in  the  eyes  of  straight  society,  there  is  the  tempta¬ 
tion  to  preserve  that  respectability  by  breaking  away  from  other 
less  currently  acceptable  sexual  minorities.  One  columnist  for  the 
Times  has  even  suggested  that  “it  would  be  helpful  if  responsible 
homosexual  organizations  spoke  out  loudly  now  against  this  aber¬ 
rant  group.” 

Readers  of  GCN  have  sometimes  criticized  the  paper  for  its 
coverage  of  NAMBLA,  saying  that  news  of  the  organization 
takes  up  too  much  space  in  the  paper  or  that  they  feel  NAMBLA 
deserves  no  coverage  at  all  because  it  is  misdirected  or  is  not  rele¬ 
vant  to  their  lives.  NAMBLA  has  received  extensive  attention  in 
GCN  in  part  because  the  group  has  received  extensive  attention 
from  the  police  and  little  but  scare  headlines  from  the  straight 
media.  And  where  an  atmostphere  of  fear  can  prevent  even  the 
discussion  of  sexuality  —  be  that  sexuality  among  people  of  dif¬ 
ferent  ages,  among  youth,  among  s/m  people,  lesbians,  gay  men 
or  any  other  sexual  minority  —  we  stand  to  lose  the  important 
gains  we  have  all  made  together.

The  Nazi  Extermination  of 
Homosexuals,  in  the  December  4,  1982,  issue  of 
Gay  Community  News.  And  I  want  to  thank  you 
for  publishing  the  review.  1  am  very  grateful  to 
you  both. 

Ms.  Antonelli  is  of  course  right  about  my  hav¬ 
ing  slighted  women  generally  and  lesbians  spec¬ 
ifically  in  my  book.  My  possible  lame  reason  has 
several  elements: 

First,  I  have  both  a  pronounced  tendency  to  (1) 
overwrite  and  (2)  go  off  in  irrelevant  tangents.  1 
overcompensate  for  these  problems  by  merciless¬ 
ly  cutting  my  cooy  (too  much  so,  1  think).  I  orig¬ 
inally  had  some  excellent  material  on  lesbians  in 
my  manuscript,  but  in  wielding  my  axe-pencil  1 
chopped  99.99%  of  it.  I  wanted  to  concentrate  on 
the  Nazi  Stormtroopers  and  male  framework  of 
the  book  because  this  is  essentially  the  “story”  of 
the  gay  tragedy;  within  this  term  of  reference,  gay 
girls  and  women  had  almost  nothing  to  do  with 
the  unfolding  of  that  tragedy,  as  1  point  out  in  the 
book.  Thus  I  inadvertently  viewed  females  with 
nearly  the  same  indifference  male  Nazis  did.  I 
apologize  for  this. 

The  least  1  should  have  done  was  to  retain  in  my 
manuscript  a  reference  to  one  of  the  very  best 
works  on  women  in  Nazi  Germany,  a  book  en¬ 
titled  Women  in  Nazi  Society,  by  Jill  Stephenson, 
Croom  Helm  Ltd.,  London,  1975.  Moreover,  1 
had  Jill’s  book  in  my  bibliography  but  1  cut  that 
too  in  order  to  avoid  having  to  list  several  thou¬ 
sand  biblio  entries,  all  of  more-or-less  equal  im¬ 
portance  in  my  research. 

Incidentally,  I  am  pleased  that  Ms.  Antonelli 
did  not  jump  on  my  book  with  muddy  boots  as 
many  gay  reviewers  have  done  over  the  issue  of 
gays’  central  role  in  the  Nazi  Movement  before 
the  1934  Blood  Purge  and  later  genocide  of 
homosexuals.  The  transcendent  tragedy — as  I 
tried  so  hard  to  illuminate— was  gay  involvement, 
and  gay  disinterest  in  the  insane  horror  that  was 
being  woven  around  them.  This  is  not  hindsight, 
and,  to  answer  many  of  my  critics,  I  do  not  invent 
history — 1  merely  report  it.

Rebuilding:  Six  Months  in  Review 


By  The  GCN  Board  of  Directors 


You’ll  be  seeing  a  lot  of  this  symbol  in  the  next  six  months. 
It  was  designed  by  Ron  Fowler,  and  it  represents  our  rise 
out  of  the  ashes  of  Bromfield  St.  We’ve  chosen  it  as  a 
special  logo  for  celebrating  this  difficult  10th  Anniversary 
year.  As  the  financial  report  below  shows,  the  Gay  Com¬ 
munity  News  is  up  and  flying  again.  We  have  recovered 
from  our  disaster,  begun  to  rebuild,  and  are  ready  to  move 
on  to  a  new  phase  of  great  news,  stimulating  features,  and 
engaging  letters.  Between  now  and  July,  this  logo  will  ac¬ 
company  special  articles  and  information  about  our  birth¬ 
day  celebrations.  Later  in  the  winter,  we  will  be  printing  a 
limited  edition  of  t-shirts  and  posters  bearing  this  special 
GCN  birthday  symbol.  We  have  lots  of  special  events  and 
projects  coming  up  .  .  .  not  to  mention  continuing  to  find 
ways  to  bring  you  a  better  view  and  voice  in  our  community. 

During  our  recent  period  of  crisis  following  the  Bromfield  St.  fire,  the  staff  and  board 
at  GCN  have  been  encouraged  by  the  response  of  the  community  as  we  struggled  to  get  on 
with  the  business  of  publishing  a  newspaper.  In  the  days  and  weeks  following  the  fire,  we 
discussed  finances,  office  space,  staff  needs,  politics  and  arson.  This  was  a  time  of  tension 
and  upheaval  for  many  who  are  associated  with  GCN.  Our  fears  were  many,  but  we  remain¬ 
ed  determined  because  of  the  support  and  help  which  we  received  from  so  many  people. 
We  wanted  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  many  kinds  of  help  we  have  received  and  ar¬ 
ticulate  our  goals  and  plans  to  build  a  better,  stonger  GCN. 

Since  the  advent  of  our  rebuilding  campaign,  we  have  raised  nearly  $35,000.  The 
response  of  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  and  others  both  locally  and  nationally,  has  been 
generous.  In  addition  to  benefits,  grants,  individual  contributions  and  personal  loans,  we 
have  also  received  office  supplies,  equipment,  skills  and  labor  from  individuals  in  our 
communinty. 

It  was  heartening  to  see  folks  coming  into  our  temporary  offices  with  gifts  of  badly 
needed  reams  of  paper,  pens,  legal  pads. .  .  and  plants  which  made  our  new  offices  homier. 
Others  arrived  with  typewriters,  coffee  pots,  office  furniture,  words  of  encouragement, 
phone  calls,  letters  of  appreciation  and  concern,  muscle,  and,  oih'yes,  money. 

Our  losses  in  the  fire  totaled  over  $55,000,  with  much  of  that  being  in  equipment  and  in¬ 
ventory.  We  were  insured  for  four  thousand  dollars,  a  sum  arrived  at  by  considering  what 
there  was  to  steal.  .  .  no  one  ever  thought  in  terms  of  complete  destruction. 

The  bright  spot,  however,  is  that  between  donations  of  equipment  and  supplies,  we 
spent  relatively  little  in  replacements.  We  will,  however,  need  to  expend  money  during  the 
coming  year  to  replace  some  of  the  items  we  salvaged  from  the  fire,  but  which  are 
deteriorating  rapidly.  We  have  also  lost  a  small,  but  consistent  revenue  source,  our  back 
issues. 

In  addition  to  the  loss  of  equipment  and  inventory,  we  suffered  a  loss  in  advertising 
revenues.  Not  only  did  we  have  the  cost  of  reconstructing  lost  ads,  but  we  lost  revenue 
because  our  several  temporary  locations,  telephone  problems,  and  general  confusion  made 
it  difficult  for  advertisers  to  reach  us.  Our  income  from  display  advertising  and  subscrip¬ 


tions  represent  a  substantial  base  of  our  income  and  this  was  depressed  in  the  weeks  im¬ 
mediately  following  the  fire. 

What,  more  specifically,  did  the  fire  cost  in  terms  of  additional  expense  to  GC7V? 

1 .  Our  rent  has  increased  by  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  plus  a  security  deposit 
of  one  thousand  dollars.  We  not  only  have  less  space  than  on  Bromfield  St.,  but  we 
have  been  made  painfully  aware  of  the  precariousness  of  our  tenancy  anywhere  in  the 
city. 

2.  We  have  spent  approximately  $2,500  to  secure  our  new  permanent  office  on 
Tremont  St.,  the  bulk  of  which  purchased  security  grates  and  locks 

3.  Because  we  were  forced  to  relocate  twice  in  the  period  following  the  fire,  the 
telephone  company  was  about  to  charge  us  $1,500  to  restore  our  telephone  service. 

4.  We  spent  $300onimoving  expenses. 

5.  We  lost  $2,500  in  our  inventory  of  pre-printed  envelopes.  This  inventory  had  to  be 
replaced  immediately  in  order  to  continue  sending  the  paper  out.  (Yes,  the  figure  is 
correct.  These  little  things  cost  us  dearly,  not  to  mention  that  they  are  labor  intensive.) 

One  of  the  financial  realities  that  we  have  had  to  face  is  that  before  the  fire,  we  barely 
managed  to  pay  our  bills  on  a  month  to  month  basis.  We  have  managed  to  stay  afloat  all 
these  years  by  keeping  staff  salaries  painfully  low  and  by  organizing  benefits,  and  making 
systematic  appeals  for  contributions.  In  the  days  and  weeks  following  the  fire,  GCN  was 
faced  with  a  new  financial  picture,  and  we  were  forced  to  consider  new  ways  to  deal  with  the 
sudden  surge  in  our  expenses.  We  re-evaluated  our  position  in  light  of  the  temporary  im¬ 
proved  cash  flow  which  resulted  from  the  contributions  immediately  following  the  fire.  It 
became} apparent  to  us  that  these  contributions  would  have  to  be  used  creatively  if  they  were 
to  carry  us  through  our  increased  annual  expenses.  So,  we  took  the  following  steps: 

1.  We  purchased  our  own  telephone  equipment  outright.  Although  this  represented 
an  investment  of  some  $1,500  over  and  above  the  telephone  company  costs,  our 
monthly  bill  will  be  reduced  and  the  new  system  will  pay  for  itself  in  less  than  a  year. 

2.  Before  the  fire,  we  received  a  substantial  donation  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
money  be  used  to  purchase  a  typesetting  machine.  Shortly  after  the  fire  we  received  an 
offer  to  buy  a  typesetting  machine  at  a  substantially  reduced  cost.  The  donation 
represented  about  lA  of  the  total  cost  of  the  machine.  In  the  long  run,  we  feel  the 
acquisition  of  this  piece  of  equipment  will  alleviate  some  of  our  production  problems 
and  we  hope  that  it  will  provide  additional  revenue  for  the  paper. 

In  short,  our  constant  cash  flow  problems  have  always  mitigated  against  our  making  ac¬ 
quisitions  which  would  save  money  in  the  long  run.  The  contributions  we  have  received  have 
been  used  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  To  help  cover  the  increase  in  the  annual  expenses  which  the  paper  has  incurred. 

2.  To  help  move  the  paper  into  a  position  wherein  it  will  consistently  be  able  to  meet 
these  additional  expenses  either  by  increasing  its  income  or  by  decreasing  costs  in  other 
areas. 


Victims

Since  December  3rd,  NAMBLA  and  the  gay  community  have  been  the  object  of  the 
most  vicious  media  attack  since  the  communist  witchhunt  days  of  the  1950’s.  Journalism 
was  replaced  by  police  handouts,  shrill  headlines  and  stories  which  contained  blatant  lies, 
half  truths,  and  innuendos.  Orchestrated  by  the  FBI,  local  police  in  several  jurisdictions 
have  attempted  in  the  media  what  they  have  failed  to  do  in  the  courts:  get  NAMBLA. 

There  have  been  victims,  of  course.  And  some  of  them  quite  innocent  at  that.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Stanley  Patz  were  perhaps  the  most  innocent  of  them  all. 

As  most  everybody  in  the  country  must  know  by  now,  their  son  Etan  disappeared  on  his 
way  to  school  three  and  one  half  years  ago.  On  December  20th,  the  Boston  Herald  American 
ran  the  question,  “DID  SEX  CLUB  TRAP  THIS  BOY?”  as  a  full  page  cover  headline  with 
a  small  picture  of  Etan  on  the  side.  The  accompanying  article  described  how  Wareham 
Detective  Jack  Russell  “poted  over  thousands  of  photographs”  before  noticing  a 
“remarkable  resemblance”  between  Etan  and  one  of  the  boys  in  a  photo  seized  in  the  raid. 

Having  met  Jack  Russell,  I  get  the  impression  he  fancies  himself  a  good  cop.  He  went 
out  of  this  way  to  tell  me  how  well  he  worked  with  “you  people.”  And  I  am  sure  that  he  is  in¬ 
timately  familiar  with  the  facial  characteristics  of  each  of  the  150,000  children  listed  as  missing 
by  Child  Find,  the  New  York  organization  which  attempts  to  locate  them.  Knowing  things 
like  that  is  the  stuff  good  cops  are  made  of. 

It  simply  doesn’t  wash.  Wareham  is  a  little  Cape  Cod  community.  Drunk  driving  and 
the  Fourth  of  July  traffic  jam  are  more  its  speed. 

Whoever  slipped  Jack  the  idea  that  there  was  a  link  between  NAMBLA  and  Etan  Patz 
wasn’t  around  last  Tuesday  when  it  was  announced  that  the  results  of  NAMBLA’s  own  in¬ 
vestigation  (which  took  less  than  48  hours  to  complete)  revealed  that  the  photo  that  looked 
so  much  like  a  little  boy  who  disappeared  3  Vi  years  ago  was  in  fact  from  a  1968  calendar  and 
a  nonpornographic  one  at  that.  Jack  was  left  holding  the  bag. 

So,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patz  became  innocent  victims,  but  not  because  there  was  ever  hope 
that  a  new  clue  might  result  in  finding  Etan,  or  that  Jack  Russell’s  industriousness  would 
pay  off  with  their  family  being  whole  again.  They  became  the  victims  of  a  cruel  joke  played 
out  by  the  FBI  and  police.  You  see,  a  copy  of  the  calendar  had  been  in  police  custody  for 
over  a  year  and  a  half.  It  belonged  to  Martin  Swithinbank,  who  was  arrested  on  July  11, 
1981. 

Two  other  victims  are  Brian  Wilkins  and  Robert  Valesquez.  Both  are  16,  gay  and  were 
arrested  with  David  Groat,  Brett  Portman  and  Harold  Baker. 

Brian  was  sent  back  to  New  Jersey  after  he  reportedly  refused  to  cooperate  with  the 
police.  There,  home  is  an  Aunt  Marge  (both  of  his  parents  are  deceased).  Brian  ran  away 
from  Aunt  Marge  to  a  group  of  people  who  offered  something  to  him — caring,  shelter  and 
some  measure  of  understanding.  That’s  over  now,  though  I  am  told  that  after  the  police 
dropped  him  off  at  Aunt  Marge’s,  he  didn’t  stay  for  very  long. 

Robert  has  a  different  problem  which  makes  him  a  different  sort  of  victim.  Although 
his  relationship  with  David  Groat  was  reported  to  be  over  a  year  old,  it  is  easy  to  cry  “rape” 
when  the  cuffs  are  two  notches  too  tight.  Robert  has  chosen  a  tough  route  and  it  will  be  in¬ 


teresting  to  see  who  cares  about  him  when  all  of  this  is  over. 

Good  reporting  was  a  victim.  No  attempt  was  ever  made  to  contact  NAMBLA  at  the 
NY  phone  number.  Although  the  number  is  freely  given  out  by  the  Gay  Switchboard  and  is 
known  by  various  gay  social  service  groups,  including  Gay  Youth,  not  one  newsperson  at¬ 
tempted  to  call  to  see  if  a  Wareham  chapter  did  exist  or  if  the  cottage  where  three  members 
moved  after  being  harassed  by  the  FBI  in  New  York  City  was  a  “safe  house.”  One  story  in 
the  Daily  News  managed  to  mention  the  “NAMBLA  catalog”  and  quoted  a  cop  who 
described  how  people  could  select  a  boy,  call  a  phone  number  and  have  the  boy  delivered  the 
next  day.  Believe  me,  I  am  not  making  this  up.  There  is  a  cop  in  New  York  City  who  serious¬ 
ly  believes  this.  He  only  forgot  to  mention  the  two  other  ingredients  of  the  fantasy:  that 
NAMBLA  delivers  the  boys  using  their  Lear  Jets  and  that  NAMBLA  accepts  all  major 
credit  cards. 

Even  some  reputable  journalists  fell  hook,  line  and  sinker  for  the  sensationalism. 
Sydney  Schanberg,  writing  in  the  New  York  Times  on  12/28/82  suggested  that  since  David 
Groat  was  refusing  to  cooperate  with  the  FBI  in  locating  Etan,  the  key  to  his  cell  should  be 
thrown  away. 

I  presume  that  Mr.  Schanberg  is  an  honorable  man,  but  honorable  men  don’t  recom¬ 
mend  to  others  that  they  commit  crimes — in  this  case  perjury.  That’s  what  Groat  would 
have  had  to  do  if  he  was  to  have  met  Mr.  Schamberg’s  expectations,  lie  to  a  Federal  Grand 
Jury. 

Worthy  of  mention,  though,  is  Dudley  Clendinen  of  the  same  paper.  His  questions 
were  intelligent,  very  difficult  to  answer  and  resulted  in  an  objective,  well-written  story 
which  appeared  on  New  Year’s  Day.  He  is  an  excellent  reporter  who 
many  could  take  lessons  from. 

The  biggest  and  most  important  victim  of  all  of  this  isn’t  NAMBLA  or  any  of  the 
dozen  or  so  men  and  boys  whose  lives  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  so  disrupted,  whose 
apartments  have  been  ransacked  and  whose  names  have  been  dragged  through  the  press. 
The  most  important  andlsaddest  victims  are  those  members  of  the  gay  community  who  think 
that  this  isn’t  a  concern  of  theirs— that  this  is  an  isolated  problem  belonging  to  NAMBLA  only. 

Sexual  minorities  within  our  community  have  never  been  too  popular.  Witness  the 
treatment  of  the  S&M  Ladies  at  the  hands  of  the  Women’s  Center  in  Cambridge.  Four  years 
ago,  it  was  much  the  same  for  NAMBLA.  Now,  Ron  Gold  of  the  NGTF  (and  that’s  about  as 
respectable  as  a  gay  organization  can  get)  has  pointed  out:  “One  thing  I  am  certain  of  is  that 
they  are  not  child  molesters,  they’re  not  a  sex  ring,  they’re  not  a  pornographic  club  or  any  of 
the  things  the  press  has  painted  them  as.” 

No,  the  real  victims  are  those  in  our  community  who  are  along  for  the  ride,  those  who 
do  not,  or  will  not  get  involved  in  a  continuing  struggle  for  liberation.  The  real'victims  are 
those  who  forget  how  all  this  started  in  1969,  at  a  somewhat  grimy  bar  in  New  York  City 
when  the  drag  queens  and  street  faggots  fought  back.  The  real  victims  are  those  who  grease 
themselves  into  their  too  tight  jeans  and  dance  the  night  away  like  the  painted  queens  of 
Berlin  in  the  20’s — when  so  much  evil  was  just  moments  away.

Growing  Up  Gay ,  a  WGBH- 
produced  documentary,  is  an 
honest,  provocative  study  of  two 
men  and  two  women  who  candidly 
relate  their  experience  of  growing 
up  gay.  Art  Cohen,  the  pro¬ 
ducer/writer/  director  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  said,  “As  tough  as  it  is  being 
gay,  it  is  even  tougher  being  a  gay 
adolescent  because  of  the  tremen¬ 
dous  pressures  to  conform.”  He 
said  most  kids  do  not  have  inform¬ 
ation  about  heterosexual  sex, 
much  less  gay  sex.  He  believes  that 
there  is  a  basic  contradiction  bet¬ 
ween  the  reality  of  being  gay  and 


the  impression  most  people  have 
who  work  with  gay  kids.  Most 
school  authorities  have  little 
knowledge  of  homosexuality  and 
some  would  not  even  acknowledge 
that  gay  kids  could  be  in  their 
schools.  Many  guidance  coun¬ 
selors  said  if  gay  students  came  to 
them,  they  would  tell  the  students 
that  they  were  too  young  to  know 
that  they  were  gay,  that  they  were 
probably  bisexual.  Cohen  found, 
however,  that  many  homosexuals, 
especially  men,  knew  they  were 
gay  when  they  were  eleven  or 
twelve.

The  female  narrator  says  that 
the  four  young  people  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  are  not  typical  of  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  youth  in  America.  These  four 
young  people  are  unique.  At  an 
early  age,  they  learned  and  ac¬ 
cepted  who  they  are  and  are  able  to 
articulate  what  they  think  and  feel. 
What  they  articulate,  however,  is 
not  unique:  they  are  relating  ex¬ 
periences  with  which  many  people 
who  are  growing  up  gay  and  who 
have  grown  up  gay  have  had. 

Mark  O’Malley,  19,  the  current 
president  of  the  Boston  Alliance  of 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Youth 
(BAGLY),  says  that  being  gay  is 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  ways  of 
being  different  in  high  school.  He 
grew  up  with  a  negative  image  of 
gays  and  was  horrified  when  he 


first  realized  that  he  was  gay.  Mark 
learned  to  live  alone  and  considers 
that  a  positive  experience,  because 
he  learned  not  to  rely  on  others.  In 
time,  his  attitude  about  himself 
changed.  “Living  a  false  life  is  so 
painful  and  so  difficult  and  com¬ 
ing  out  is  a  way  to  start  living  a 
happier,  healthier  life.  You  could 
be  who  you  are  and  not  be  afraid 
of  people  finding  out.” 

Kate  Silver,  19,  a  freshman  at 
Brown  University  and  a  cham¬ 
pionship  squash  player,  knew  at 
seventeen  she  was  a  lesbian  but 
said  she  figured  out  long  before 
that  there  was  something  different 
about  her.  When  she  was  nine  or 
ten,  during  what  she  called  “the 
Patricia  Hearst  era,”  she  iden-

Introduction: 

Of  all  the  lesbian  novels 
published,  few  are  held 
quite  so  dear  as  six  novels 
by  Ann  Bannon  which  came 
out  as  “pulp”  paperback 
originals  from  1957  to  1962. 
At  a  time  when  thousands 
of  “trash*  lesbian  novels 
were  being  churned  out  by 
both  major  and  obscure 
publishing  houses, 
Bannon’s  stood  out  as 
examplary.  Even  women 
who  were  children  in  the 
*50s  and  who  have  only  just 
discovered  this  genre  inevi¬ 
tably  choose  Bannon  as  the 
most  outstanding  of  the 
pulp  authors.  Her  emotion- 
packed,  intense  epic  of 
Laura  Landon’s  trek  from 
timid  midwestern  sorority 
girl  to  Greenwich  Villiage 
sophisticate  captivates 
everyone  who  comes  across 
the  books.  The  legendary 
character  Beebo  Brinker, 
the  archetypal  bar  butch 
who  can  never  find  endless 
love,  has  struck  a  chord  of 
identification  and  lust  in  the 
hearts  of  countless  readers. 
And  seductive  Beth,  who 
lives  to  regret  her  decision  to 
become  a  housewife  instead 
of  “a  woman  in  love  with  a 
woman”  pulls  at  the  heart¬ 
strings  of  all  who  dream  of 
what  might  have  been. 

Perhaps  because  the 
books  have  been  out  of 
prim  and  almost  impossible 
to  obtain  for  twenty  years, 
they  have  attained  a  cult 
status  among  many  lesbian 
readers.  And,  adding  to 
that  mystique,  has  been  the 
mystery  of  Ann  Bannon  — 
their  elusive  author  whose 
identity  has  never  been 
revealed,  and  who  com¬ 
pletely  disappeared  after 
the  last  book  was  published 
in  1962. 

But  now,  thanks  to  the 
skillful  detective  work  of 
Barbara  Grier,  Ann  Ban¬ 
non  has  been  found  and  the 
books  will  be  back  in  print, 
in  re-issues  published  by 
Grier’s  Naiad  Press.  By  a 
lucky  conjunction  of  cir¬ 
cumstances,  Grier  is  now 
able  to  realize  her  long-time 
dream  of  re-issuing  the 
books  at  the  same  time  that 
Bannon  is  finally  free  to 
become  public  about  her 
identity. 

A  little  background 
information,  particularly 
for  those  who  are  about  to 
discover  Bannon  books  for 
the  first  time,  is  necessary 
here.  There  were  six  books 
in  all,  Odd  Girl  Out(\951),  / 
Am  A  Woman\  1959), 
Woman  in  the 
Shadows(l959),  Journey  to 
a  Woman(  1 960),  The  Mar- 
riage(  1960)  and  Beebo 
Brinker(\962).  All  were 
published  as  Fawcett  Gold 
Medal  editions.  (The  Mar¬ 
riage  is  only  peripherally 
about  lesbians,  and  is  not 
being  re-issued  by  Naiad, 
although  it  does  include 
some  of  the  popular  char¬ 
acters  from  the  other 
books.)  In  1975,  Arno 
Press,  which  is  now  defunct 
but  had  some  connection  to 
the  New  York  Times  pub¬ 
lishing  company,  reprinted 
four  of  the  Bannon  books 
in  a  limited  edition  of 
classic  works  on  homosex¬ 
uality  intended  for  libraries. 
If  one  did  not  purchase  the 
books  off  a  drugstore  rack 
in  1960;  or  come  across 
them  in  their  bright  orange 
bindings  in  a  very  liberal 
library;  or  had  a  friend  who 
has  a  shelf  of  “some  of

those  books  from  the  fifties,  y’know,”  one  probably 
has  never  seen  an  Ann  Bannon  book. 

1  don’t  want  to  spoil  the  fun  for  anyone,  so  I  will 
reveal  the  plots  only  sketchily  enough  to  make  the  inter¬ 
view  comprehensible:  Beth  and  Laura  are  sorority 
roommates  who  have  a  steamy  affair,  but  Beth  decides 
her  true  passion  is  for  Charlie,  a  handsome  senior.  She 
marries  him  and  lives  a  frustrating  life  in  the  suburbs. 
Heartbroken  Laura  bravely  heads  for  Greenwich  Vil¬ 
lage,  where  she  is  taken  under  the  wing  of  Jack  Mann,  a 
cynical  but  kindly  faggot  with  a  self-destructive  addic¬ 
tion  to  pretty  boys.  Tall,  boyish  Beebo  Brinker,  fresh 
off  a  Wisconsin  Farm,  comes  to  the  Village  also,  and 
soon  captures  every  eye,  heart,  and  throbbing  vein  by 
sitting  shyly  on  a  barstool  “looking  strong  and  coolly 
sure  of  herself.”  As  the  six  books  progress,  Laura, 
Beebo,  and  Beth  end  up  in  various  relationships  with 
each  other,  and  with  many  other  women  of  the  fascin¬ 
ating  and  unique  variety  found  only  in  lesbian  pulps.  In 
one  unforgettable  and  fortunately  uncharacteristic 
scene,  Beebo  gets  so  overcome  by  heartbreak  that  she 
offs  her  pet  dachsund,  an  episode  that  Bannon  refers  to 
in  the  interview.  Also  mentioned  in  the  interview  is 
Vega,  a  bizarre  woman  who  Beth  meets  through 
Charlie’s  business  connections.  f 

When  I  spoke  with  Ann,  she  had  just  seen  Andrea 
Loewenstein’s  “Sad  Stories:  A  Reflection  on  the  Fiction 
of  Ann  Bannon”  (an  analytical  article  published  in 
GCN ,  Vol.  7,  No.  43;  May  24,  1980)  for  the  first  time, 
and  was  quite  amazed:  she  said,  “If  anyone  had  told  me 
when  I  was  writing  them  that  they  would  be  taken  seri-  © 
ously,  and  that  what  I  was  writing  about  would  be  look--§ 
ed  at  closely,  it  would  probably  have  frightened  me  out^ 
of  my  writer’s  shoes.”  In  the  article,  Loewenstein’s  a 
comments  served  as  a  springboard  for  Ann  to  talk  about  © 
how  younger  women  might  view  her  books. 

Also  mentioned  is  Vin  Packer,  one  of  the  many  £ 
pseudonyms  for  another  highly  regarded  pulp  author,  o 
Mary  Jane  Meaker.  Know  also  as  “Ann  Aldrich,”  this  o 
writer  wrote  several  pulps  including  the  sucessful  £ 
Spring  Fire  (1952)  which  is  about  a  college  romance. 

Finally,  Barbara  Grier,  Donna  J.  McBride,  Anyda 
Marchant,  and  Muriel  Crawford  are  the  co-owners  of 
Naiad  Press.  Barbara,  who  edited  the  now-defunct  les¬ 
bian  magazine  “The  Ladder”  for  many  years  under  the 
pseudonym  “Gene  Damon,”  is  the  hands-down  greatest 
authority  and  collector  of  lesbian  pulps,  and,  apparently, 
the  possessor  of  the  key  to  all  the  mysteries  of  the 
shadowy  women  who  wrote  in  that  wonderful  irresistable 
genre. 

My  own  collection  of  pulp  novels  began  when  1  came 
across  a  battered  copy  of  I  am  a  Woman  in  1973.  For 
years  I  have  speculated,  fantasized,  and  even  tried  to 
pry  from  Barbara  Grier  the  secret  of  Ann  Bannon’s 
whereabouts  (on  the  reasonable  assumption  that  if  any¬ 
body  knew,  “Granny”  Grier  would).  The  only  gossip 
was  that  Ann  had  married,  and  was  living  quietly  in  nor¬ 
thern  California  raising  children,  her  past  behind  her.  it 
was  said  that  she  denied  that  she  had  ever  set  foot  in  a 
lesbian  bar,  and  that  she  claimed  that  everything  in  the 
books  was  written  purely  from  her  imagination.  It  never 
occurred  to  me  that  I  would  ever  get  the  chance  to  chal¬ 
lenge  her  about  these  unlikely  stories.  But  the  same  div¬ 
ine  presence  that  has  watched  over  me  when  I’ve  been 
crawling  around  filthy  and  treacherous  used  bookstores 
hoping  to  find  a  mint  copy  of  Beebo  Brinker  somehow 
saw  to  it  that  1  did  get  to  speak  to  Ann  Bannon  in 
December,  1982.  (We  spoke  on  the  phone  as  she  is  in 
California  and  1  in  Boston.)  I  was  totally  delighted  by 
her,  and  as  to  those  bizarre  rumors  —  well.  I’ll  let  her 
speak  for  herself. 


The  Mystery  Solved! 


Ann  Bannon  today 


Maida:  How  did  you  come  to  write  the  books? 

Ann:  I  guess  the  books  began  when  I  was  just  out  of 
college,  and  also  just  newly  married,  and  very  alone.  My 
husband  was  busy  and  travelled  a  lot  and  we  didn’t  have 
children.  1  was  kind  of  desparate  to  get  some  of  the 
things  that  had  been  consuming  me  for  a  long  time 
down  on  paper.  The  only  thing  I  really  knew  about  then 
was  college.  When  you’re  young,  and  you  start  writing, 
you  write  a  college  novel,  of  course.  That’s  what  you 
know  about  the  world.  I  began  to  go  at  it  very  earnestly, 
and  some  of  the  people  who  ended  up  as  the  central 
characters  in  Odd  Girl  Out  were  in  that  first  try,  in¬ 
cluding  Laura  and  Beth  and  Charlie.  And  I  ended  up 
with  a  six  hundred  page  manuscript. 

We  were  living  in  Philadelphia  at  the  time.  I  took  it  to 
N.Y.  and  kind  of  made  the  rounds  of  publishers.  I  had 
read  two  lesbian  novels,  in  my  life.  One  was  The  Well  of 
Loneliness ,  the  only  book  around  that  I  knew  anything 
about.  The  other  was  a  book  by  Vin  Packer,  probably 


Spring  Fire.  I  knew  she  was  contemporary  and  I  had 
written  to  her,  and  she  very  kindly  wrote  back  and  said, 
“come  on  up  and  we’ll  talk  to  the  people  at  Fawcett” 
which  was  her  publisher.  I  did  talk  to  them  and  they 
were  very  nice.  The  editor  then  was  a  nice  old  irish  man 
name  Dick  Carroll.  He  looked  at  me  and  he  looked  at 
that  big  manuscript  and  he  said  “My  dear,  this  thing  is 
four  inches  big,  it’s  everybody’s  college  novel.  Take  it 
home  and  restructure  it.  I  want  to  see  it  about  three 
inches  thinner.  And  I  want  you  to  write  a  book  about 
Beth  and  Laura  because  that’s  clearly  where  your  in¬ 
terest  and  your  emotion  and  your  expertise  is.”  That 
sort  of  blew  me  away.  I  thought  I  was  being  very  subtle. 

I  went  back  to  Philadelphia,  and  I  thought,  well, 
dammit,  1  have  nothing  to  lose,  and  that  is  where  the 
heart  of  it  is.  I  rewrote  it  and  took  it  back.  They  publish¬ 
ed  it  almost  as  it  was.  1  don’t  think  they  did  much  tink¬ 
ering  with  it.  Which  amazed  me.  I  felt,  well,  that’s  won¬ 
derful,  now  I’ve  published  something,  now  I  can  write 
something  else.  I  tried  a  couple  of  things  and  they  didn’t 
take  fire;  they  just  didn’t  jell.  I  found  it  difficult  to  keep 
going  with  them.  The  editor  again  said,  “do  what  you 
can  do.  Play  to  your  strengths,  go  back  to  these 
characters.”  In  the  meantime,  unknown  to  me  they 
were  getting  a  very  good  response  on  the  book,  and  they 
kept  re-issuing  it.  I  ended  up  writing  I  Am  a  Woman 
and  picked  up  Laura’s  story  where  the  original  book 
had  left  off.  I  kind  of  got  on  the  track  with  it,  and  un¬ 
wittingly  I  had  begun  to  carve  out  a  niche  there.  In  a 
sense  it  was  unplanned,  except  I  guess  its  the  old  thing 
—  you  write  a  book,  and  you  put  a  lot  of  things  into  it, 
on  a  very  conscious  level,  and  some  of  them  work  and 
some  of  them  don’t,  but  other  people  read  the  book  and 
they  say  “hey,  this  is  what  it’s  all  about.”  And  much  to 
your  surprise,  and  sometimes  even  beyond  your  ability 
to  deny,  they’re  right.  I  sort  of  acquiesced,  in  a  sense. 
That’s  the  tale  of  the  genesis  of  them. 

It  broke  off  rather  abruptly  at  a  point  when  my  chil¬ 
dren  were  little  and  when  I  did  get  back  to  writing,  I  was 
doing  college  work.  I  eventually  took  a  doctorate.  I  was 
doing  a  lot  of  writing,  but  it  was  academic.  It  was  fun 
and  I  loved  it,  but  there  was  always  this  hankering  to  get 
to  the  fiction. 

Maida:  You  were  married  to  a  man,  and  you  were  writ¬ 
ing  these  lesbian  novels  mostly  set  in  bars  in  NY.  How 
did  that  fit? 

Ann:  It  wasn’t  wasy.  We’re  no  longer  married.  It  was  a 
long  marriage,  and  it  was  difficult,  and  in  a  way  I  think 
for  a  good  many  years  some  of  my  own  deepest  feelings 


were  sort  of  beaten  out  of  me.  I  don’t  mean  literally. 
But  it  was  a  long  and  difficult  relationship.  In  the  begin¬ 
ning  I  thought,  I’m  going  to  make  this  work,  I’m  going 
to  live  my  life  the  way  1  was  brought  up  to.  I  tried  very 
hard.  That  was  the  commitment.  I  was  not  supporting 
myself  so  I  had  an  economic  dependency. 

In  so  far  as  knowing  New  York,  we  lived  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  for  about  a  year,  and  on  one  pretext  or  another,  I 
was  able  to  get  up  to  NY.  I  could  never  be  there  for  very 
long  at  a  time,  but  I  suppose  like  anyone  who  writes  I’m 
very  open.  I’m  like  a  sponge;  I  soak  it  up.  I  had  to  save 
it  and  hoard  it  and  embellish  it  and  use  it  and  make  what 
I  could  out  of  whatever  short  glimpses  I  had.  It  was  all 
so  extraordinarily  vivid,  and  so  moving. 

Maida:  Was  it  pretty  much  that  you  went  to  the  bars 
and  you  watched? 

Ann:  Yes,  I  did  a  lot  of  that,  kind  of  anonymously, 
although  a  couple  of  times  I  went  with  Vin  Packer  who 
showed  me  around  a  little  bit,  and  then  I  went  down  on 
my  own  every  chance  I  got.  I’d  poke  around,  and  see 
what  I  could  see,  and  would  walk  up  one  side  and  down 
the  other  of  all  the  streets  in  the  Village  until  I  learned 
my  way  around  pretty  well. 

Then  we  moved  to  California.  Some  of  the  settings, 
as  in  the  beginning  part  of  Journey  to  a  Woman,  were  in 
California.  The  rest  I  reconstructed  from  what  I 
remembered. 

I  suppose  the  books  read  as  if  I  lived  there.  I  hope 
they  do.  It  was  all  an  indelible  picture  for  me,  every  mo¬ 
ment  that  I  was  there.  But  it  really  wasn’t  a  long-term 
set-up. 

Maida:  You  did  it  all  during  the  one  year  you  were  in 
Philadelphia? 

Ann:  Yes,  I  would  go  up  when  I  could,  but  I  spent  a  lot 
of  time  alone  at  a  table  with  a  typewriter.  I  had  a 
photographic  memory  in  full-flight  at  that  point. 

Maida:  If  you  were  observing  people,  and  not  participa¬ 
ting,  how  did  you  get  an  idea  of  the  actual  interrelation¬ 
ships  going  on? 

Ann:  Well,  I  was  participating  in  a  way.  I  didn’t  have 
time  enough  to  participate  over  the  long  haul,  not  when 
I  was  making  these  short  trips  to  NY,  but  I  wasn’t  only  a 
spectator.  In  the  bleachers,  watching  the  game.  To  the 
degree  that  I  could,  I  wanted  to  touch  people,  I  wanted 
to  make  sure  that  this  was  real,  and  I  had  so  much  to 
learn.  I  kind  of  clung  to  people  who  knew  more  than  I 
did,  most  of  whom  were  very  kind,  affectionate,  good- 
natured,  patient  with  me,  and  also  loving.  That  was 
essential.  I  had  to  test  that  out.  I  can  do  an  awful  lot  in 
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my  head,  but  I  can’t  do  everything.  On  the  other  hand, 
my  time  was  very  short,  and  it  was  really  not  possible  to 
build  or  develop  or  elaborte  on  relationships. 

Maida:  How  did  your  husband  feel  about  it? 

Ann:  He  was  quite  pleased  when  the  royalties  came  in. 
But  he  was  very  very  uncomfortable  with  the  whole  idea 
—  you  tan  imagaine  —  of  his  wife  writing  lesbian 
novels!  So  1  chose  a  pseudonym.  He  said  the  last  thing 
he  ever  wanted  to  see  was  a  paperback  book  in  the 
drugstore  with  his  name  printed  across  the  front,  and  of 
course  it  would  be  some  model  in  a  low-cut  blouse  — 
and  indeed,  I  think  that  showed  up  on  the  second  book! 
I  got  even:  1  chose  a  pen  name  from  a  list  of  his 
customers.  But  1  liked  it,  it  had  my  own  name  in  the 
middle.  It’s  an  old  Irish  name  and  my  family  is  part 
Irish.  I  felt  comfortable  with  that  right  from  the  begin¬ 
ning.  It  was  a  difficult  situation. 

Maida:  The  experience  in  the  first  book  Odd  Girl  Out, 
the  college  romance,  was  that  something  that  really  hap¬ 
pened  to  you? 

Ann:  Yes  and  no.  It  happened  to  my  roommate  in  more 
of  a  sense  than  it  did  to  me.  I  was  more  like  Emmy  (the 
third  roommate  in  Odd  Girl  Out),  I  saw  a  lot  of  it  hap¬ 
pening  and  I  didn’t  know  what  to  make  of  it.  I  don’t 
even  know  how  to  put  it  —  I  was  absolutely  consumed 
with  it,  it  was  an  extraordinary  thing. 

Maida:  Was  your  roommate  in  Beth  or  Laura’s  role? 

Ann:  Beth’s.  And  Laura  was  down  the  hall.  It  was  the 
kind  of  experience  that  seers  you,  you  just  never  forget 
it.  In  a  way,  I  guess  I  was  on  the  fringe  of  it.  I’m  sure 
that’s  why  when  the  editor  read  the  original  manuscript 
of  what  became  Odd  Girl  Out  that  he  rightly  saw  that 
that  was  where  my  own  fascination  and  my  own  emo¬ 
tion  was  focussed. 

Maida:  Did  you  stay  in  contact  with  those  women  after¬ 
wards? 

Ann:  Some.  I  have  no  idea  what  happened  to  Laura. 
She  was  quite  a  bright  and  lovely  woman,  and  her  father 
really  was  a  journalist  in  Chicago.  I  have  no  idea  where 
she  ended  up. 

Maida:  Did  she  go  to  Greenwich  Village,  as  in  the  book? 

Ann:  No.  I  just  sent  her  there.  I  thought  I  might  never 
get  there  myself,  but  somehow  in  novels  you  can  push 
your  characters  around.  The  girl  that  I  called  Beth,  who 
was  also  a  lot  of  me,  too,  1  have  kept  track  of  and  her 
life  has  taken  a  much  more  conventional  path  than 
Beth’s  in  the  books. 

Maida:  Were  these  women  aware  of  the  books  at  any 
time? 

Ann:  I  think  the  word  is  out  that  Annie  wrote  some  fun¬ 
ny  books  when  we  were  all  in  college.  I  don’t  think  any 
of  them  have  read  them. 

Maida:  What  school  were  you  at  where  Beth  and  Laura 
“met”? 

Ann:  The  University  of  Illinois. 

Maida:  Your  real  life  sounds  sort  of  like  the  character 
Beth.  Do  you  think  that  Beth  reflects  you? 

Ann:  I  think  she  probably  does  in  a  lot  of  ways.  I  think 
that  there  was  an  awful  lot  of  ambiguity  there  and  a  lot 
of  torn  emotions.  Also,  I  have  two  daughters,  and  when 
they  were  young,  there  was  a  determination  to  put  that 
down.  My  former  husband  is  a  good  person  and  mar¬ 
ried  me  in  good  faith,  and  I  suppose  to  some  degree  he 
was  like  Charlie,  the  only  thing  is  he’s  quite  a  lot  older 
than  I  am.  But  there  was  Beth’s  love  affair  in  California 
with  a  woman  who  ultimately  was  very  self-destructive, 
who  I  called  Vega  in  Journey  to  a  Woman.  She  was  a 
very  bewildered  and  unstable  person,  but  a  very 
beautiful  one. 

Maida:  So  that’s  a  real  person  in  your  life? 

Ann:  Very  real,  yes.  And  very  scary.  1  didn’t  know  how 
confused  she  was.  But  she  had  had  all  sorts  of  very  scary 
and  very  scariffying  surgery  and  yet  she  was  exquisitely 
pretty  and  brilliant.  A  lovely  woman  to  meet,  but  very 
frightening  to  get  close  to.  I  just  re-read  Andrea’s 
critique  and  she  mentions  that  character  sort  of 


Maida:  She  shouldn’t  hav 
killed  the  dog. 


Maida:  This  is  the  big  ques 
tion  1  can’t  leave  out.  Was 
there  a  real  model  for 
Beebo  Brinker? 


Ann:  Yes  and  no.  Beebo 
was  more  me  than  anybody 
else,  but  I  don’t  think  I  was 
ever  that  tough  on  any¬ 
body.  I’m  not  that  big. 


Maida:  There  was  never  a 
night  when  you  were  sitting 
in  a  bar  and  there  was  this 
woman  across  the  room? 


Ann:  Oh  yes,  there  was, 
and  in  a  way  I  kind  of  phys¬ 
ically  put  Beebo  together 
tha  way.  But  I  think  psych¬ 
ologically,  she’s  more  me 
than  anybody  else,  which  is 
one  reason  why  I  have 
grieved  for  twenty  years 
over  her  dog. 

On  the  other  hand,  1 
don’t  want  to  claim  that  1 
am  Beebo.  There  are  things 
about  her  that  would  be  dif¬ 
ferent.  She  was  tougher  and 
more  independent,  maybe  a 
little  more  butch  —  in  terms 
of  those  old  stereotypes. 

Barbara  and  I  talked 
about  this  and  the  more  we 
talked  the  more  I  realized  of 
course  she’s  me  in  a  lot  of

disapprovingly,  I  think,  but 
that  was  based  on  a  real  ex¬ 
perience.  Yes,  I  suppose 
I’m  like  Beth,  although 
Barbara  and  Donna  were 
kind  of  kidding  me  about 
being  Beebo  and  I  suppose  1 
am.  I  hope  I’m  not  quite 
such  a  heller.  Beebo  really 
was.  Going  back  and  re¬ 
reading  the  books,  I’m  say¬ 
ing  “Goddammit,  I 
shouldn’t  have  let  her  do 
that!”

Ann:  No,  you’re  right,  and 
that  kills  me  to  this  day, 
too,  to  read  that.  She 
wouldn’t  have  in  the  first 
place.  In  the  second  place  it 
just  makes  me  angry  at  my¬ 
self  that  1  would  have  push¬ 
ed  things  that  far.  But  1 
loved  Beebo  because  she 
was  so  close  to  me,  and  so 
fearless. 

She  could  be  frightened 
but  my  God  she  didn’t  let  it 
get  to  her.  She’d  go  out  and 
make  things  happen  that 
she  wanted  to  have  happen. 
Even  as  a  kid  she  wouldn’t 
be  buffaloed  by  anybody. 
What  I  hope  to  do  when  I 
find  the  time  is  to  get  back 
to  Beebo  as  she  would  be 
now.  1  think  Beebo  is  the 
kind  of  person  who  —  for 
all  the  fact  that  she’s  a 
hellion  and  a  fighter  and  all 
the  other  things  about  her 
—  she’s  also  a  lover  and 
funny  and  fascinating  to  be 
around  and  I  would  like  to 
show  her  as  she  is  now  — 
much  more  mellow  and  still 
as  intense,  but  you  can’t 
live  the  way  she  lived 
because  of  two  things  hap¬ 
pens:  you  either  burn  your¬ 
self  out  very  young  just 
raising  hell,  or  you  learn  to 
moderate  your  life,  not  in 
the  sense  of  stamping  out 
all  the  fire  and  intensity  and 
all  the  good  things  but  in 
the  sense  of  pacing  yourself 
and  becoming  sensitized  to 
other  people’s  feelings. 
Beebo  hurt  a  lot  of  people.  1 
think,  however,  that  she’s  a 
survivor  and  I’d  really  like 
to  get  back  to  her.  It  would 
be  fun.

ways.  She  isn’t  one  individual 
person,  except  insofar  as  she’s  me. 
I  think  physically  I  idealized  her  a 
little  bit,  but  I  have  a  lot  of  fun 
with  her,  and  when  I  write  about 
her  1  feel  very  close  to  her,  very  in 
her  shoes. 

Maida:  Do  you  remember  the 
names  of  the  bars  that  you  used  to 
go  to? 

Ann:  1  remember  what  I  called 
them  in  the  books.  The  one  I  call¬ 
ed  ‘  ‘The  Colophon”  really  did  have 
publishers  logos  in  the  decora¬ 
tions.  The  one  I  called  “the 
cellar”  was  something  like  “The 
Rathskeller.”  I  really  can’t 
remember.  I  just  went  in  as  many 
bars  as  I  could,  and  took  mental 
notes,  and  put  some  of  them 
together  to  make  one  when  I  need¬ 
ed  it. 

Maida:  What  kind  of  responses 
did  you  get  about  the  books  when 
they  were  first  issued? 

Ann:  I  got  nice  letters  from  a  lot 
of  really  lovely  women,  and 
women  who  were  hurting  a  lot, 
and  women  all  over  the  country. 
And  when  the  books  came  out  in  a 
couple  of  other  languages,  women 
from  other  parts  of  the  world.  So 
many  saying,  “Thank  God  I  final¬ 
ly  got  connected  with  somebody 
who  really  knows  what  this  is  all 
about.”  I  remember  thinking, 
“My  God,  I  don’t  know  either!”  I 
could  not  advise  them,  and  yet 
they  would  ask  for  that.  But  when 
the  letters  were  coming  in,  when 
the  books  were  current,  over  and 
over  again  the  women  who  wrote 
said  “this  is  the  only  book  (and 
they  would  say  this  about  all  of 
them)  that  I’ve  read  where  the 
women  really  love  each  other, 
where  its  OK  for  them  to  love  each 
other,  and  they  don’t  have  to  kill 
themselves  afterwards.  It  surprises 
me  now,  because  when  1  look  at 
the  books  now  I  think  there  was  a 
lot  of  self-deprecation  and  a  lot  of 
working  out  of  anger  and  pain, 
and  hurting  each  other.  I  know 
that  came  out  of  my  own  confu¬ 
sion.  But  again,  my  name  was 
legion,  everybody  was  doing  that, 
being  confused  and  struggling 
through  that  identity  problem. 
There  must  have  been  people  who 
were  brave  and  forthright  and  com¬ 
fortable  about  it,  but  they  must 
have  been  in  a  minority,  and  the  let¬ 
ters  I  got  seem  to  bear  that  out. 

Years  ago,  my  home  address 
got  passed  around  and  people 
would  show  up  at  the  front  door. 
Most  of  them  were  darling,  de¬ 
lightful  women.  I  wanted  to  get  to 
know  them,  but  it  was  tough  on 
me,  because  my  neighbors  didn’t 
know  anything  about  this.  My 
husband  was  fuming  —  you  can 
imagine!  A  few  of  the  women 
were  odd,  emotionally  very  needy 
people  who  would  cling  and  then 
feel  very  hurt  if  1  didn’t  respond, 
and  then  sometimes  become 
abusive  and  they  knew  where  to 
find  me. 


Maida:  1  had  discussed  you  with 
Barbara  several  times  in  the  last 
several  years.  She  said  that  you 
were  hiding  out  and  didn’t  want 
anybody  to  know  where  you  were. 
Was  that  what  was  really  going  on? 

Ann:  That’s  pretty  close  to  it.  It’s 


hard  to  tell  younger  women  how 
painful  and  how  scary  it  was  to 
come  out  then.  You  really  took 
your  life  in  your  hands,  and  your 
family’s  opinion.  To  give  you  an 
example,  when  the  books  were 
fairly  current,  and  I  was  in  New 
York  on  business,  a  friend  of  mine 
in  California  arranged  for  a  friend 
of  hers  in  New  York  to  meet  me 
for  a  drink.  This  guy  called  up  and 
1  met  him,  and  1  was  stared  at  like 
an  orangutan  in  a  cage  for  two 
hours  while  this  guy  tried  to  figure 
out  why  I  didn’t  have  green  skin 
or  fangs.  1  don’t  know  what  he 
thought,  but  it  was  clear  to  me 
that  the  friend  in  California  had 
told  him  that  I  was  writing  lesbian 
novels.  This  guy  couldn’t  get  past 
that,  and  1  was  made  to  feel  very 
uncomfortable. 

Maida:  This  would  have  been 
around  1960  or  so? 

Ann:  Yeah.  It  was  painful  enough 
for  someone  raised  to  be  —  when 
I  tried  to  figure  this  out,  where  my 
own  emotions  and  my  own  unwill¬ 
ingness  to  maintain  a  public  pro¬ 
file  came  from,  my  generation  was 
raised  by  women  whose  mothers 
were  honest-to-God  Victorians, 
and  my  mother  was  too.  I  was 
brought  up  with  very  strong  ex¬ 
pectations  of  being  always 
gracious,  always  feminine,  never 
lose  your  temper,  all  that  stuff, 
and  that  was  a  load  to  carry 
around.  If  you  broke  the  rules, 
you  had  a  built-in  gyroscope  that 
said  “you’re  getting  off  course 
and  you’re  hurting  a  lot  of  people, 
and  you’re  offending  people  and 
you  can’t  get  through  the  world 
this  way.”  And  I  thought,  !  don’t 
want  that  kind  of  attention.  So  1 
found  a  way,  I  made  my  peace 
and  found  a  very  private  kind  of 
life.  1  really  did  feel  that  1  would 
be  damaging  not  only  myself  but 
it  would  be  tough  on  my  kids  or  I 
might  lose  them.  Those  battles 
people  went  through  in  those  days 
were  soul-searing,  and  I  thought,  I 
don’t  know  if  I’m  that  strong.  1 
protected  my  privacy  and  stayed 
quiet.  People  will  let  you  do 
anything  as  long  as  you  don’t  do  it 
in  the  street  and  frighten  the 
horse,  you  know,  the  old  saying.  1 
quietly  did  my  thing  and  lived  my 
life.  1  really  thought  that  my 
youthful  idealism,  and  my  day¬ 
dreams  and  my  fantasies  were  so 
far  behind  me  that  I  probably 
wouldn’t  write  again,  and  if  I  did  I 
wouldn’t  try  to  do  what  I  had 
done  before.  But  I  feel  good 
about  getting  back  to  it  now,  1 
don’t  feel  that  I  can’t  say  it  or  that 
I’m  going  to  be  exposing  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  I  love  and  worry  about  to 
pain,  or  that  they’d  get  tarred  with 
the  same  brush.  It  doesn’t  work 
that  way  anymore,  but  it  did  then. 

It  wasn’t  like  writing  in  a 
vacuum  exactly,  but  everyone  in 
my  daily  life  thought  I  was  just  a 
very  nice,  young  conventional 
wife  and  mother.  They  really 
didn’t  know  what  was  going  on  in 
my  head  or  my  emotions  and  that 
was  sort  of  how  1  got  away  with  it. 
That  was  my  bargain  with  the 
world,  that  they  would  leave  me 
alone  because  they  didn’t  see 
anything  to  pick  at. 

My  story  is  a  strange  one,  with 
all  the  apparent  conventionality.  1 
know  you  understand  that  I’m 
leaving  out  a  lot  that  1  still  feel 
kind  of  private  about,  but  as  con¬ 
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ventional  as  those  years  between 
must  seem  to  people,  there  were 
things  going  on  in  my  life  that 
were  lovely  and  very  worthwhile.  1 
really  do  want  to  reach  out  and 
connect  with  people  again,  that 
makes  me  feel  very,  very  good. 

Maida:  Did  you  know  how  the 
books  were  doing  for  all  those 
years? 

Ann:  I  got  some  lovely  letters,  and 
I  got  quite  a  lot  of  them  when  the 
books  were  current,  but  when  I 
stopped  writing  and  the  letters 
stopped  coming  1  felt  like  —  it  was 
like  throwing  a  pebble  over  a  cliff 
and  you  kind  of  wait  to  hear  it  hit 
bottom.  There’s  never  any  answer¬ 
ing  echo.  1  didn’t  know  that  any¬ 
one  would  ever  pick  up  on  them 
again.  1  didn’t  know  that  they  had 
ever  touched  anyone  outside  of  a 
few  women  in  little  communities 
here  and  there  who  were  lonely  or 
confused  about  their  own  sexuali¬ 
ty,  and  I  didn’t  think  I’d  helped 
them  very  much  and  it  really  seem¬ 
ed  to  me  like  a  part  of  my  life  that 
was  in  a  sense  gone  or  dead  or  had 
never  mattered,  or  had  never  im¬ 
pressed  anyone  or  had  never 
reached  anyone.  1  was  really 
thunderstruck  when  Arno  Press 
picked  them  up  —  1  don’t  think 
they  did  a  whole  lot  with  them.  But 
when  Barbara  called  last  spring, 
and  spoke  so  kindly  and  was  so  ge¬ 
nuinely  interested  that  really 
knocked  me  out.  I  had  never  seen 
the  Gay  Community  News  issue 
with  the  story  about  the  books.  I 
didn’t  know  that  that  had  been 
written  or  that  any  serious  interest 
had  been  taken  or  that  any  kind  of 
analysis  had  ever  been  done.  As  I 
look  back  over  the  years,  it  never 
occurred  to  me  that  somehow  the 
books  would  come  around  full  cir¬ 
cle,  or  that  I  would  be  sitting  here 
suffering  real  frustration  because  I 
have  to  sit  and  read  final  exams  in¬ 
stead  of  writing.  I’ve  got  this 
whole  thing  whirling  around  in  my 
head  to  write. 

Maida:  Who  knew  you  had  written 
these  books? 

Ann:  Nobody  knew.  My  mother 
found  out,  and  she  has  all  through 
these  years  been  very,  very 
gracious  and  very  supportive.  A 
little  perplexed  by  it  all,  but  very 
sweet,  and  she  never  withdrew  her 
support  or  encouragement. 

My  father,  who  I  first  met  when 
1  was  16,  was  a  good  man,  and  he 
was  kind  to  me  and  put  me 
through  college.  But  he  would 
have  been  horrified  to  have  known 
anything  about  the  books  and  I 
think  that  was  a  very  powerful 
restraining  factor  in  my  life.  He 
was  very  Indiana,  from  Muncie  — 
Middletown,  USA.  Very  dignified 
and  a  pillar  of  the  community.  I 
was  his  only  child.  He  and  my 
mother  were  divorced  before  1  was 
born,  and  they  both  immediately 
remarried.  He  pinned  a  lot  of 
hopes  on  me,  and  I  knew  it  would 
just  about  kill  him. 

Maida:  Have  your  kids  read  your 
books? 

Ann:  One  has  not,  one  1  think  may 
have  read  some  of  them.  They’ve 
both  been  pretty  accepting,  one 
more  than  the  other.  We  don’t  talk 
about  it  much.  They’ve  known 
about  them  for  about  six  years. 
For  all  I  knew  the  books  were  a 
dead  issue,  and  then  one  time  at  a 
party  or  something,  somebody 
who  did  know  about  them  asked 
me  when  I  was  going  to  write 
another  book,  and  my  younger 
daughter  said  “What!  Mom,  have 
you  written  a  book?”  1  think  my 
ears  were  tingling  and  my  cheeks 
turned  red.  We  had  a  nice  talk 
after  the  party.  1  showed  them  to 
her,  and  she  kept  saying  “Oh,  my 
God!”  all  evening.  They  think  its 
great  that  the  books  are  coming 
out  again. 
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Maida:  How  do  you  feel  about  the 
books  now? 

Ann:  I  had  not  re-read  the  books 
until  just  last  summer  when  Bar¬ 
bara  expressed  an  interest  in  re¬ 
issuing  them.  1  hadn’t  looked  at 
them  in  all  these  years,  even  when 
Arno  Press  brought  them  out  in 
the  ’70s,  and  so  I  had  to  go  back 
and  re-read  them,  and  whole 
chunks  of  that  time  period  in  my 
life  came  back  almost  as  if  they’d 
been  thrown  up  on  a  screen.  It  was 
kind  of  an  amazing  experience,  to 
go  back  and  relive  them,  knowing 
all  that’s  intervened  in  the  mean¬ 
time,  and  how  different  my  life  is 
them  what  I  had  thought  it  would 
be.  1  was  kind  of  taken  aback  by 
the  emotional  intensity  of  them.  1 
think  I  also  see  some  of  the  things 
that  Andrea  Loewenstein  is  talking 


cribed  that  way,  they  certainly 
don’t  always  act  that  way. 

Ann:  They  kept  breaking  out  a  bit, 
and  I’m  glad.  I  think  it  humanizes 
them  which  is  good. 

Maida:  Are  you  aware  that  a  lot  of 
young  lesbians  now  are  saying  that 
role-playing  is  OK?  A  lot  of  femin¬ 
ists  are  saying  maybe  we  made  a  mis¬ 
take  in  throwing  out  everything 
from  that  old  bar  culture,  and  deny¬ 
ing  something  that  actually  does  ex¬ 
ist.  Its  sort  of  an  ongoing  argument 
among  the  intellectuals.  Among  the 
other  people,  they  just  do  it. 

Ann:  I  guess  1  have  heard  a  little 
about  that.  I  have  been  so  far  away 
from  it  in  a  lot  of  ways  for  such  a 
long  time  that  I’m  not  current.  Why 
would  they?  Is  it  that  some  people 


whom  it  might  seem  like  another 
planet.  One  thing  that  struck  me, 
as  1  re-read  them  was  that  it  may  be 
that  some  things  did  work,  were 
good  things,  and  did  hold  constant 
over  the  years.  One  thing  that  I 
might  make  that  claim  for  was  the 
way  that  the  love  was  so  real  and  so 
intense  and  held  together.  The 
role-playing  might  have  been 
destructive,  the  people  might  have 
had  real  problems  in  terms  of  ac¬ 
cepting  themselves  and  being  kind 
to  eachother,  but  even  in  the  midst 
of  all  that  was  a  genuine  reaching- 
out  and  even  now  years  later  that 
comes  across  to  me.  I  hope  if 
there’s  anything  in  the  books  that 
would  really  speak  to  younger 
women  that  that  would  be  it.  It 
wasn’t  so  much  the  way  the  Village 
was  in  the  fifties.  I  suppose  they 
might  read  them  as  cultural  his- 
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about,  I  see  some  of  the  negativity 
and  some  of  the  kind  of  destruc¬ 
tive  role-playing  that  was  going  on 
which  I  couldn’t  see  at  the  time. 
You  know  you’re  so  close  to  it 
when  you’re  doing  it.  Its  very  hard 
to  get  perspective  or  to  step  back 
and  say  “gee,  what’s  this  going  to 
sound  like  twenty  years  down  the 
road.  Its  not  going  to  sound  the 
way  it  sounds  in  your  head  when 
you’re  putting  it  down. 

You  know  its  interesting  to  hear 
the  younger  women  talk  about  the 
books  and  I’m  sure  when  they  are 
re-issued  I’ll  be  getting  an  earful 
about  “How  could  you?!”  and  I 
can  understand  that;  they  weren’t 
there.  To  them  some  of  it  looks 
negative  and  some  of  it  looks 
depressing.  Although  I  didn’t  feel 
that  way.  I  always  felt  excited 
when  I  was  writing  them.  A  lot 
that  I  loved  in  them  myself,  and  I 
don’t  mean  in  any  egotistical  way, 
but  that  made  me  feel  good,  had  to 
do  with  the  humor  and  the  good 
nature  and  the  patience  and  the 
erotic  intensity  of  them.  I  hope 
some  of  that  holds  up. 

I  think  one  of  the  things  that  can 
be  said  against  the  book  fairly  is 
that  there  is  that  tendency  to 
stereotype  and  to  cast  people  in  the 
butch  and  femme  roles.  I  don’t 
want  to  sound  defensive  about  it 
because  that’s  kind  of  pointless. 
I’m  not  going  to  apologize  for 
them.  Back  in  the  ’50s  women  real¬ 
ly  did  feel  they  had  to  form  a  rela¬ 
tionship  based  on  whether  they  be¬ 
lieved  themselves  to  be  kind  of 
agressive,  strong,  self-assertive, 
self-asured  people,  in  which  case 
they  would  fall  into  the  butch 
category,  or  whether  they  were 
more  traditionaly  feminine,  and 
kind  of  quiet  and  yeilding  in  terms 
of  their  personalities,  and  then  they 
would  be  in  the  femme  category.  It 
was  really  modelled  on  the  tradi¬ 
tional  heterosexual  notion  of  what 
made  a  marriage  work,  that  only 
one  person  would  be  the  leader  and 
one  the  follower.  I  didn’t  see  how 
else  it  could  work  either,  partly 
because  of  my  experience  and  also 
because  everybody  else  seemed  to 
take  it  for  granted.  Now  I  look 
back,  and  say  “God!  I  put  these 
people  in  boxes  and  it  wasn’t  fair. 
Beebo  could  be  tender  and  yielding 
and  Laura  could  be  pretty  damn 
tough  when  she  had  to.” 

Maida:  I  think  that’s  why  those 
characters  are  so  appealing,  be¬ 
cause  even  though  they  are  des- 


are  more  comfortable  with  the  role- 
playing  and  are  saying  its  OK? 

Maida:  Yes,  also  they  are  saying 
that  feminists  are  coming  from  a 
white  middle-class  perspective  and 
that  it  ws  sort  of  like  putting  down 
the  working-class  women,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  who  might  be  into  that,  or 
women  from  certain  ethnic  cul¬ 
tures  where  role-playing  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  sex  or  so  some  people  claim. 


Ann:  Well  that’s  interesting  and  I 
suppose  in  a  way  that  would  give 
them  better  insight  into  the  past. 
In  the  fifties,  you  didn’t  have  these 
options,  it  was  a  very  rigid  role- 
expectation.  When  you  stepped  in¬ 
to  a  lesbian  relationship,  you  were 
typed,  in  a  way.  There  was  the  feel¬ 
ing  that  you  couldn’t  make  the  re¬ 
lationship  work  unless  you  had 
that  facade  of  roles. 

Maida:  Do  you  feel  that  the  books 
are  too  negative  about  lesbian 
relationships? 

Ann:  In  the  best  of  all  possible 
worlds,  I  would  have  written  a 
novel  in  which  there  were  no 
stereotypes,  which  didn’t  have  any 
bias,  where  everybody  worked  out 
their  problems  in  a  very  positive 
way,  and  there  were  no  cliches.  Of 
course,  at  22  your  writing  starts 
out  by  being  derivative,  and  there 
were  reasons  why  they  turned  out 
the  way  they  did.  Clearly,  if  I  were 
setting  out  to  write  them  today, 
they’d  be  in  tune  with  the  ’80s, 
they’d  be  different  books.  But  I 
wrote  them  then,  and  they  were 
mirrors  of  what  I  saw  and  felt  at 
the  time.  Therefore  they  are  going 
to  disappoint;  they  are  not  going 
to  say  what  a  young,  strong, 
feminist  lesbian  would  want  to 
hear  said  in  1983. 

I  suppose  also  I  was  curring,  if 
not  favor,  at  least  tolerance,  from 
the  straight  community.  I  don’t 
know  why,  except  that  I  had  a  very 
traditional  childhood  and  up¬ 
bringing  and  I  suppose  I  imagined 
the  books  falling  into  the  hands  of 
dismayed  dowagers  in  my  home¬ 
town  and  the  ladies  saying  “well 
this  is  dreadful,  but  we  can  forgive 
her  on  the  grounds  that  at  least  she 
punished  these  women,  or  the 
women  felt  bad  about  what  they 
were  doing.” 

But  I  have  a  good  feeling  that 
the  books  now  are  saying  some¬ 
thing  even  to  younger  women  for 


tory,  but  more  from  the  point  of 
view  of  what  was  it  like  between 
two  women  falling  in  love  over  this 
Great  Wall  of  China  of  social 
disapproval.  That  love  was  so  real 
that  it  compensated  for  the  pain 
and  the  fear  and  it  made  the  world 
right.  If  there  are  areas  of  the 
books  that  are  dated  and  that 
don’t  ring  true,  or  that  strike 
younger  women  as  exagerated,  if 
those  parts  don’t  hold  up  for 
them,  I  hope  the  parts  about  love 
between  women  will. 

Maida:  Why  aje  you  “coming 
out”  now? 

Ann:  Looking  at  my  situation  now, 
my  children  are  young  women,  my 
marriage  is  over,  I’m  tenured,  I 
have  a  good  job,  I’ve  achieved  a 
very  important  career  goal,  and  I 
don’t  feel  so  afraid  of  it. 

What’s  happening  to  me  now 
has  been  galvanizing  and  energiz¬ 
ing,  and  a  wonderful  feeling,  a 
feeling  that  is  unencumbered  by  all 
the  anxieties  of  the  past.  I  don’t 
need  to  love  my  life  to  protect 
other  people.  I  feel  very  adventur¬ 
ous,  that  its  time  to  do  something 
again.  I’m  very  glad  that  Barbara 
came  along  last  spring  and  kind  of 
gave  me  a  kick. 

Maida:  Are  you  coming  out  as  a 
writer,  or  as  a  lesbian,  too? 

Ann:  I  rally  don’t  know  how  to 
answer  that.  I’m  just  going  along 
day  to  day.  I  certaiinly  am  coming 
out  as  a  writer.  I’m  beginning  to 
get  funny  looks  from  my  faculty 
colleagues,  who  have  known  that  I 
wrote  some  books,  but  again  I 
don’t  think  any  of  them  ever  read 
them.  A  very  few  have,  I  suppose. 
It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what 
happens  with  them.

tified  with  what  she  thought  was 
the  freedom  the  kidnapped  heiress 
had:  Hearst  wearing  a  trench  coat, 
wielding  a  machine  gun,  seemingly 
defying  authority.  She  kept 
Hearst’s  photo  under  her  pillow.  It 
was  not  until  later  that  Kate  realiz¬ 
ed  that  she  had  a  crush  on  Hearst. 
She  said  she  went  a  long  way  to 
cover  up  her  feelings.  She  was 
afraid  of  having  a  finger  pointed  at 
her  and  often  thought  she  was  go¬ 
ing  nuts.  Some  days  she  would 
come  home  from  school  hoarse 
because  she  had  not  spoken  all 
day.  When  she  completed  ninth 
grade,  her  grandmother  told  her 
she  had  to  give  up  sports.  Other¬ 
wise  she  would  not  be  a  sensual 
woman.  When  Kate  realized  she 
was  gay,  she  was  relieved,  because 
now  there  was  an  identifiable 
reason  for  feeling  lousy.  However, 
a  new  conflict  arose.  She  thought 
that  now  that  she  was  a  lesbian, 
she  would  have  to  become  a  gym 
teacher,  because  the  only  lesbians 
she  knew  were  gym  teachers.  As 
she  got  to  know  more  gay  people, 
she  realized  they  were  as  different 
as  the  straight  people  she  knew, 
that  there  were  different  ways  of 
being  gay,  and  that  she  did  not 
have  to  stick  herself  into  a  mold. 
She  believes  that  you  are  either  gay 
or  you  are  not.  No  one  can  push 
you  into  it,  and  no  one  can  push 
you  out  of  it. 

Daniel  Sonnenfeld,  19,  a  sopho¬ 
more  at  M.I.T.,  felt  somewhat 
similiar  to  Kate.  Growing  up  he 
knew  that  he  was  different  and 
when  he  found  out  what  that  dif¬ 
ference  was  he  was  more  relieved 
than  afraid.  At  thirteen,  he  realiz¬ 
ed  he  was  gay,  because  when  he 
masturbated  he  had  fantasies  of 
men.  He  says  growing  up  he 
wasted  a  lot  of  time  trying  to  find 
gay  friends.  A  complaint  most  gay 
kids  have.  Being  different,  Daniel 
says,  does  not  mean  being  inferior. 
He  says  that  the  models  society  has 
of  gay  people  do  not  fit,  that  it  is 
often  expected  that  one  person  in  a 
relationship  be  dominant  and  the 
other  dominated.  “My  relation¬ 
ships  have  always  been  on  an  equal 
basis  and  I  have  seen  other  rela¬ 
tionships  that  are  that  way.”  He 
says  that  in  the  future  he  could 
come  out  with  some  of  his  col- 
legues  but  would  be  careful  about 
coming  out  in  general.  He  realizes 
that  he  will  have  to  remain  closeted 
to  his  bosses  until  he  is  certain  they 
are  not  homophobic. 

Stacy  Wright,19,asophoJnore  at 
the  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music, 
is  different  from  the  others  in  the 
program.  Her  father  died  when  she 
was  young.  Her  mother  remarried, 
divorced,  then  began  a  lesbian  rela¬ 
tionship.  She,  however,  encouraged 
Stacy  to  date  boys,  which  Stacy  did. 
She  had  a  serious  emotional  and 
physical  relationship  with  a  boy,  but 
the  physical  part  “just  wasn’t 
satisfactory.”  She  did  not  enjoy 
|  kissing  him  as  much  as  kissing  her 
girl  friend. 

For  this  program,  Stacy  asked  a 
female  music  student  if  she  would 
be  part  of  a  group  that  would  play 
a  piece.  “The  girl  said,  ‘Thanks 
but  no  thanks.’  And  that  hurt  me 
inside.”  Stacy  says  that  you  have 
to  be  prepared  for  people’s  reac¬ 
tions.  If  you  are  not  prepared  you 
should  stay  away.  She,  however,  is 
optimistic.  She  “likes  being  a  les¬ 
bian  and  has  no  desire  to  be 
straight  or  quote  unquote  like 
anybody  else.  I  feel  that  I  have  got¬ 
ten  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  and, 
Wow,  I’m  okay.” 

Growing  Up  Gay  fills  a  void.  The 
program  is  targeted  at  a  straight, 
middle-class,  educated,  Channel  2 
audience  and  it  presents  to  them  a 
positive  image  of  young  gays  and 
lesbians  who  could  be  the  kids  next 
door.  They  are  goal -oriented,  in¬ 
telligent,  articulate,  hard-working, 
aggressive,  and  exemplary  role 
models  for  their  peers.

Maida:  Have  you  been  aware  of 
feminist  and  lesbian  liberation 
over  the  last  ten  years?  How  have 
you  been  feeling  about  that? 

Ann:  It  makes  me  feel  wonderful. 
The  courage,  and  intelligence  and 
flat-out  stubbornness  of  younger 
women  in  staying  with  it  and  not 
being  daunted  by  the  criticism  and 
the  difficulties  has  been  really 
awesome.  I’m  grateful  to  them.  I 
went  to  the  National  Women’s 
Studies  Association  conference 


last  June,  the  first  one  I’ve  been 
to,  and  it  was  like  a  fantasy  experi¬ 
ence  meeting  marvelous  women, 
involved  not  only  in  scholarship 
but  in  creative  endeavors  of  one 
kind  or  another.  It  gives  me  a  big 
surge  of  energy  and  excitement 
and  wanting  to  get  back  into  it. 

Maida:  Have  you  been  reading  the 
feminist  press  lesbian  novels,  like 
Naiad’s  and  Persephone  Press’s? 

Ann:  I’m  just  getting  my  feet  wet. 
I  have  a  pile  of  them  to  read  over 


the  holidays.  I’m  way  behind,  and 
I  missed  a  lot  of  these  things.  But 
Barbara  Grier  is  a  very  good  guide! 
She’s  an  encyclopedia  and  such  a 
marvelous  woman.  I  liked  her  in¬ 
stantly.  I  had  to  borrow  Beebo 
Brinker  from  Barbara  to  re-read  it. 
I  don’t  have  a  copy,  but  about  a 
week  ago  I  found  the  original 
transcript.  I  couldn’t  believe  it. 
She  sent  me  a  bibliography  and 
I’m  working  my  way  through  it. 

Maida:  In  your  next  book,  will  you 
be  writing  about  the  current  les¬ 
bian  scene? 

Ann:  I  don’t  know,  I  was  never 
terribly  political  in  the  earlier 
books,  and  I  think  that  will  come 
into  it,  but  I  think  it  will  be  re¬ 
flected  more  in  the  way  the  char¬ 
acters  are  living  their  lives,  and  the 
way  the  world  around  them  im¬ 
pinges  on  them,  more  than  by  put¬ 
ting  everybody  in  a  “Take  Back 
the  Night”  march.  Although  I 
might  do  that  too.  Rather  than 
focus  the  book  on  a  political 
plane,  1  think  it  would  be  more  in¬ 
teresting  to  have  this  come  out 
through  the  lives  of  the  characters 
and  the  options  they  have.  People 
have  such  a  broader  range  of  op¬ 
tions  now.  It’s  not  that  it’s  easy. 
What  young  women  are  doing  and 
have  done  is  an  awesome  achieve¬ 


ment.  My  generation  couldn’t  do 
much.  It  was  all  we  could  do  to 
recognize  that  the  love  between 
women  was  so  real  and  precious. 
What  your  generation  has  done 
has  opened  things  up  for  all  of  us. 

Maida:  Are  you  going  to  be  public 
about  where  you  teach?  And 
about  your  real  name? 

Ann:  I’ll  stay  with  Bannon  when  I 
get  writing  again.  You  can  say  that 
I  teach  in  the  California  State 
University  system.  If  people  start 
writing  to  me  again,  that  would  be 
wonderful.  They  should  write  to 
Naiad  Press.  But  as  far  as  my  real 
name  —  which  is  my  father’s 
name,  and  I’ve  just  started  to  use 
it;  I  had  never  used  it  before.  My 
real  identity  might  cause  a  bit  of  a 
flap.  I  don’t  think  any  of  my  stu¬ 
dents  even  have  a  glimmer. 

Maida:  Well,  if  you’re  going  to  say 
you’re  Beebo,  you  might  have  a  lot 
of  visitors.

An  open  letter 
to  the  gay  community 
on  hepatitis  B 


Hepatitis  B,  a  serious  disease, 
may  be  sexually  transmitted 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  the 
gay  community  are  epidemic.  Herpes  has 
recently  received  a  lot  of  attention; 
gonorrhea  and  syphilis  are  well  known; 
but  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  recently  issued  a  major 
recommendation  for  the  prevention  of 
another  sexually  transmitted  disease: 
Hepatitis  B.  In  their  Morbidity  and 
Mortality  Weekly  Report,  the  CDC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active  males 
should  be  vaccinated  [against  hepatitis  B] 
regardless  of  their  age  or  duration  of  their 
homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high  risk  of 

contracting  hepatitis  B 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of  3,816 
gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually  transmitted 
disease  clinics  had  evidence  of  past  or 
present  hepatitis  B  infection.  Once 
infected,  there’s  a  6%  to  10%  chance  of 
becoming  a  carrier— capable  of  passing 
on  the  virus.  The  CDC  estimated  there 
are  nearly  1  million  carriers  in  the  United 
States  and  that  100,000  of  these  carriers 
are  gay  men. 


The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be 
passed  on  by  contact  with 

contaminated  body  fluids 

such  as  saliva,  urine,  semen,  and  blood. 
The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be  transmitted 
through  tiny  breaks  in  the  skin  or  contact 
with  mucous  membranes.  This  can  occur 
during  intimate  sexual  contact  and  can 
lead  to  hepatitis  B  for  the  partner  of  an 
infected  person.  Although  most  patients 
recover  and  over  half  contracting 
hepatitis  B  do  not  get  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known  cure 
for  hepatitis  B  infections. 

Hepatitis  B  may  lead  to  even 
more  serious  complications 

For  those  who  do  get  symptoms  of 
hepatitis  B,  a  mild  or  severe  “flu-like” 
sickness  may  continue  for  weeks  or 
months.  Ten  percent  of  all  infections 
become  long  lasting  (chronic)  with 
potential  complications  that  are 
sometimes  more  serious  than  those  of 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  The 
serious  complications  include  the  chronic 
carrier  state,  chronic  active  hepatitis, 
chronic  persistent  hepatitis,  cirrhosis,  and 
even  cancer  of  the  liver.  Every  year 
almost  4,000  carriers  die  of  cirrhosis.  In 
addition,  carriers  have  a  risk  273  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  general 
population  of  contracting  a  usually  fatal 
form  of  liver  cancer. 


Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  usually 
preventable  by  vaccination  with 
the  new  hepatitis  B  vaccine 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  research  and 
development,  a  new  vaccine  is  available 
for  prevention,  not  treatment,  of  hepatitis 
B.  In  clinical  studies,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  hepatitis  B 
infection  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reactions 
occurred  in  these  studies. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of  a 
series  of  three  injections,  the  first  two  a 
month  apart  and  the  third,  six  months 
after  the  first.  To  be  effective,  the  vaccine 
must  be  given  before  a  person  gets 
hepatitis  B.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent  the 
disease:  It  is  not  effective  as  a  treatment. 

We  suggest  that  you  consult  your  doctor 
to  determine  if  you  should  be  vaccinated.

Why  you  should  consult  your  doctor  or  clinic 

The  vaccine  helps  protea  against  infeaion  caused  by 
hepatitis  B  virus.  This  virus  is  an  important  cause  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  disease  mainly  of  the  liver.  Even  mild  forms  of 
this  disease  may  lead  to  serious  complications  and 
aftereffects,  including  liver  cancer.  There  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  viral  hepatitis. 

Vaccination  is  recommended  for  persons  who  have  a 
higher  risk  of  becoming  infeaed  with  hepatitis  B  virus 
because  of  frequent,  close  contaa  with  infeaed  people  or 
exposure  to  body  fluids  from  such  people.  It  will  not 


protea  against  hepatitis  caused  by  viruses  other  than 
hepatitis  B  virus. 

No  serious  adverse  reaaions  were  reported  in  over 
6,000  individuals  receiving  the  vaccine  in  clinical  trials. 
The  most  frequent  reaaion  was  soreness  at  the  point  of 
injeaion;  less  common  local  reactions  included  redness, 
swelling,  warmth,  or  formation  of  a  hard,  lumplike  spot. 
The  local  eflfeas  were  usually  mild  and  lasted  no  more 
than  2  days  after  vaccination.  Occasionally,  low-grade 
fever  (less  than  101  °F)  occurred.  When  it  did,  it  usually 
lasted  no  longer  than  48  hours  following  vaccination.  In 


rare  cases,  fever  over  102  °F  was  reported. 

More  generalized  complaints  including  malaise, 
fatigue,  headache,  nausea,  dizziness,  muscle  pain,  and 
joint  pain  were  reported  infrequently.  Rash  was  reported 
rarely.  As  with  any  vaccine,  broad  use  may  reveal 
additional  adverse  reaaions. 

Your  doaor  or  clinic  knows  what  special  care  must 
be  taken  when  administering  the  vaccine  and  in 
determining  who  should  receive  the  vaccine.  The  vaccine 
is  not  intended  for  persons  who  are  allergic  to  any  of  its 
components.
